ASSIGNED TO GOVERNMENT 

On March 14, 1950, the United 
States Patent Office granted patent 
number 2,500,492 on an "Appa- 
ratus for Handling Materials" to 
Frederick C. Henriques, Jr., of Rav- 
enscroit road. 

This invention pertains to radio- 
activity measurements and, in par- 
ticular, to a new and improved ap- 
paratus for handling samples of 
radioactive material. 

As is well known, the extent of 
danger in handling radioactive sub. 
stances is dependent not only upon 
the degree of radioactive intensity

and the amount of a given ma- 
terial, but also upon the time of 
exposure thereto. Nevertheless, 
according to Mr. Henriques, some 
types of handling equipment, in or- 
der to provide accurate measure- 
ments, have been compelled to 
compromise with one or more of 
these considerations, or else have 
necessitated recourse to complex, 
expensive or relatively inefficient 
means. 

It is the object of his invention 
to overcome these limitations and, 
for this purpose, he has devised an 
automatic mechanism for accurate- 
ly handling samples of radioactive 
materials in a rapid and safe man- 
ner, and w ithout touching them by 
hand. Basically, his apparatus 
comprises a series of containers 
holding samples of the stock, and 
a rotatable table for conveying 
such containers in predetermined 
sequence into an isolation cham- 
ber wherein the required measure- 
ments are to be made. It should be 
noted that the table is provided 
with shielding devices for the con- 
tainers; and that as each of the 
latter is removed from the cham- 
ber, the next one is introduced 
therein. 

As an additional feature, this ar- 
rangement of Mr. Henriques may 
be disassembled easily so that un- 



contaminated parts may be sub- 
stituted quickly for those contami- 
nated with radioactivity. More- 
over, it has a special interlocking 
device that bars entry of an un- 
measured sample until a measured 
one has been ejected; and of prim- 
ary importance is the fact that, be- 



cause it is capable of remote con- 
trol, only a minimum of exposure 
to radioactivity is received by the 
operators thereof during its use. 

This patent has been assigned to 
the United States of America as 
represented by the United States 
Atomic Energy Commission.

Fame's Requiem is modern 
l u nch and its score contains mu- I 
sic of much beauty.

The choir's performance was 
very noteworthy, the singer's ac« j 
curate and pure tone being entirely 
equal to the difficult intonations of 
the score. Pitch throughout was

most impressive thing about the 
j entire performance w as the excel- 
lence of the ensemble singing and 
the line balance of the choir.

Appearing in a recent issue of 
the New York Times were the re- 
sults of a survey made in the 
Abraham Clark High School in 
Roselle, New Jersey, and of the 
Burdick Junior High School in 
Stamford, Connecticut. 

Roughly one-third of the stu- 
dents see television programs in 
their own homes or neighbors' 
homes regularly. In an effort to 
establish a comparative study, two 
groups whose native ability were 
measured as approximately equal 
were taken. One group had sets; 
the other had none. The pupils 
who had no television sets in their 
homes averaged nineteen percent 
better in grades than the group that 
had television sets. Of those view- 
ing television ten hours a week or 
less, only fourteen per cent had 
lower grades than before television 
came. Marks of four times as 
many seventh and eighth graders 
as eleventh and twelfth graders 
were adversely affected. The aver- 
age amount of time devoted to 
television according to the Roselle 
students vanes from thirty-one 
hours a week for the seventh grad- 
ers to nineteen hours for those in 
grade twelve, 

"Roys spent more time watching 
television than girls," the report 
noted. Similarly, the marks of 
the hoys have fallen more than 
those of the gills.

field. Paradoxically enough when 
business is good then bus income 
is much less people have then 
own cars in which to ride. Also 
another new factor is the risinn 
use of television in the entertain- 
ment field alter dinner. Mr. Dono- 
van Hs much as said that if they 
: could take their busses off the 
streets at six at night they would 

do much better financially. It is 
a discouraging hut not new con- 
dition that is coming about in all 
tields wherein labor seemingly has 
been willing to see socialism 'come 
into this country rathei than try 
to compromise with management 

for the best solution to both.

CAPPED AS NURSES AIDES

Considerable further progress 
has now been made on the new 
parking space at thecornerof High- 
land avenue and Fairmount street. 
The retaining wall at the southern 
limit of this area will be sixteen 
feet in height at the point of deep- 
est foundation. To give the wail 
strength in hearing the horizontal 
thrust against its inside face, it 
ha- a broad base footing, and the 
concrete has now been poured for 
this footing. 

The exit point to Fairmount 
street from the parking Space has 
presented a problem because of the 
ten percent grade of the street at 
this point. A nice bit of engineer- 
ing planning of the slope from the 
parking area across ths sidewalk to 
the street will make a smooth exit 
for cars. 

The beginning of the tunnel be- 
tween power house and the enlarg 
ed hospital now shows as a spec- 
tacular excavation sixteen feet 
deep, uncovering drains and pipes 
carrying steam, water and electric 
wiring laid twenty-five years ago, 
all telling the story of long ser- 
vice. Early in the construction of 
the new wing these installations 
will be replaced by entirely new- 
pipes and conduits for all heating, 
lighting, power, and drainage. The 
tunnel will in future provide for 
easy routine inspection of fill faci- 
lities and for repair if necessity 
arises 

Good fortune in the construc- 
tion schedule continues; the base- 
ment level of the hospital addition 
has been reached without finding 
any rock ledge except at a point 
below the basement floor level at 
Which foundation concrete can be 
poured directly. The possibility 
that blasting will be necessary is. 
therefore, almost negligible and 
will be entirely eliminated as soon 
as excavation for tin' foundation 
piers has been completed. 

Progress on the site of the new 
wing has been less apparent for 
the past few days because concrete 
underpining is now being poured 
under the present hospital's west- 
ern elevation.

Eastern Massachusetts St. Ry. Co. Flead 
Hits Trend to Public Ownership 

Says Municipalities Should Adopt Cooperative Attitude 



Boston — A strong warn- 
ing that municipalities of the state 
will have to take over the larger bus 
systems of Massachusetts unless there 
is a reversal in the present trend was 
issued by John I. Dono%'an, president 
of the Eastern Massachusetts Street 
Railway Co., to an audience of 650 at 
the New England Transit Club. 

Mr. Donovan's ooinion was based on 
a trend that he said is general 
throughout the country and is espe- 
cially strong among the large cities. 
He deplored the trend inasmuch as he. 
believes the cities and the riding pub- 
lic generally are better off if private 
capital operates the lines; but he be-' 
lieves that he is on sound ground in i 
making such a prediction because, he, 
said, the entire history of the transit 1 
industry indicates that it suffers most 
when the inflationary cycle is strong-: 
est and the business is a paradox in; 
that its patronage falls off sharpest in 
times of great prosperity. He said 
that the history of his own company 
indicated clearly that except for wars 
there had been a steady decline in the 
number of people using the buses 
when conditions generally are prosper- 
ous and people can afford to buy pri- 
vate cars. 

He believes that instead of constant- 
ly asking private companies to make 
concessions, the city governments and 
town officials would be well advised to 
adopt a cooperative attitude if they 
wish to maintain the industry in the 1 
hands of private capital. He stated 
that recently his own company had a 
splendid example of what cooperation 
meant when it was asked to confer on 



various problems by the city govern- 
ment of Quincy. On the other hand, 
there were numerous instances where 
cities served by the Eastern were con- 
stantly pressuring the company for 
service that can be operated only at 
a loss, or to assume the burden of 
plowing streets when actually the 
company is in the position of any 
other taxpayer and has a right, to ex- 
pect the streets to be plowed in return 
for the taxes. 

Briefly tracing the history of the 
industry from the horsecar days to 
the trolley and finally to the bus, Mr. 
Donovan stated that the greatest con- 
tributions of the transit industry have 
been in assisting in the growth of 
cities by making it possible for large 
populations to be carried to and from 
their work. He stated that New York 
was a city of 200,000 population with- 
out any effective method of trans- 
portation until the horsecars and the 
horse-drawn buses were provided. 

The transit crisis that followed the 
first world war ended in public control 
for the state's two largest systems 
and since then a further step has been 
taken which makes the MTA now the 
property of the state. In the case of 
the Eastern Massachusetts Street 
Railway, after ;{0 years of public* con- 
trol the company reverted to private 
control a year ag<> and the speaker be- 
lieves it was without any disadvantage 
to the public. 

The speaker proceeded then to de- 
scribe some <>f the problems which, 
have to be resolved if the present sys- 
tem of private ownership is to prevail.

In 1638, farm lands, comprising what is now Winchester, were granted to certain citizens «>f 
Charleetown. Thereafter this area, while localh known a s~ Water field, and sometimes as South 
Wohurn, became a part of Wohurn, Medford and W est Cambridge I later known as Vrlingtoni. 

At the time of its incorporation in 1850, \\ in Chester, named for Colonel \\ illiam P. W inches- 
ter. was a quiet little village with approximately two hundred and fifty voters and a town valuation 
of $400,000. In 185] at the Town Meeting, report was made as to municipal expenditures for the 
year totaling $4,116.63. In addition to this amount. $4,000 was appropriated in 1830 for the 
erection of lour new school buildings. The construction of the Boston and Lowell Railroad 
through the Town in 1835 resulted in the ultimate abandonment of the old Middlesex Canal 
in 1846. Neither in 1850 nor 1851 did the Town appropriate any monej for it- road- and high- 
ways, The Town did. however, in loVil purchase a hand tub fire engine to be maimed bj volun- 
teers. The police department consisted of two constables elected at the Town Meeting. 

From these simple ami humble beginnings, the Town ha- through the years enjoyed a steady 
growth in population and community prosperity and ha- advanced to its present position of dignitv 
ami importance. Its inhabitants have faithfully served their country in the Civil War. Spanish 
War and in the two World War-. It- population is in execs- of seventeen thousand. It has a 
valuation of nearh $38,000,000 and yearly municipal expenditures of nearly $1,750,000. What 
advances have been made in its municipal growth, its schools, water system and reservoirs, roads 
and highways, police and fire department, parks and playgrounds. While primarily a residential 
town, vet it has its industries, its stores, offices and hanks. It i> a town of home- with men and wo- 
men filled with a strong community spirit. 

Winchester to-dav is what it is because of the unselfish, whole-hearted devotion that its men 
and women have been willing through the years of its life to give to it. It will continue to ad- 
vance and render ever increasing service to its inhabitants only so long as that willingness to give 
freely of their time, energy and money and their desire to serve the community continue. While 
the roll of honorable community service to Winchester is long and distinguished, vet there is 
room on the scroll as it unrolls for even greater service by those who shall follow: While we 
look bark on the past hundred years with pride, we also look forward with eager anticipation to 
the greater achievements yet to come in the year- ahead.

SHRINE RANI) FOR 
CENTENNIAL 

The Shriners Band of Aleppo 
Temple, Boston, together with their 
colorful foot and mounted patrols 
in Arabic ceremonial costume, will 
come to Winchester for the Centen- 
nial Parade on Saturday after- 
noon, April 29, under the sponsor- 
ship of the Winchester Masons. 

Aram Mouradian, Master of Wil- 
liam Parkman Lodge, is Chairman 
of the local Masonic committee, 
comprising members of William 
Parkman and Mystic Lodges and 
Winchester Royal Arch Chapter. 
The Shriners will arrive at noon 
and will he entertained by the 
Masons at the Music Hall on Macon 
street for luncheon, joining the 
Parade at 2 p. m, 

Aleppo Rand is known through- 
out the United States and Canada 
as the largest band among all of 
the Shrine Temples, and is the old- 
est in point of service, founded in 
1915. It has provided music for 
many parades, and hundreds of con- 
certs which have benefited the six- 
toon hospitals which the Mystic 
Shrine operates in this country and 
Canada for crippled children whose 
parents are unable to send them to 
private hospitals. More than 150,- 
1)00 crippled children have been 
treated in these Shrine hospitals, 
regardless of race, creed or color, 
and without cost to the child or its 
parents or guardians. Aleppo Rand 
took part in Winchester's Parade 
in 1930, and staged a colorful drill 
on old Manchester Field afterward, 
including several concert numbers 
by the band featuring trumpet 
solos by the late Walter Smith, 
their director of the musicians.

The speaker of the meeting was 
Dr. A. Warren Stearns of Billerica. 
who. in addition to his keen inter- 
est and participation in historical 
organizations, is also Medical Di- 
rector of Bridgewater State Farm, 
former Associate Commissioner of 
Mental Diseases, former Commis- 
sioner of Correction, and professor 
of Sociology at Tufts College. 

Dr. Stearns spoke entertainingly 
and interestingly on New England 
history of local interest, touching 
on the "ancestor worship" before 
1850, and recent tendencies to tear 
these same ancestors from their 
pedestals. He spoke of the 17,000 
men and women who came to New 

England from 1(520 to IB41 less 

than 5,000 families. For 150 years, 
there was little or no immigration 
here as the political situation in 
England grew easier, under Crom- 
well. Indeed, some settlers even 
returned to England! 

But families were large, and they 
spread out, forming new towns. 
Most small villages, such as early 
Winchester (South Woburn), grew 
up near a mill or canal. The set- 
tlers had exterminated the Indians 
and their dangers. Most men owned 
their farms and homes. A few 
shillings in taxes were the usual 
amount paid by even the most pros- 
perous settlers. A man in Win- 
chester or Woburn in those days 
who had a thousand pounds could 
count himself well-off, and write 
"Gentleman" after his name. 

After the Revolution, some 40 
million people came to American 
shores. One of the places most 
settled was New England. And New 
England became one of the really 
, great cultural developments. "No 
nation or people is murdered — it 
commits suicide," Dr. Stearns 
quoted. The future of New Eng- 
land can be saved if we have a touch 
of stoicism in out daily life if we 
will be a civilization which respects 
the past, has a strong group con- 
sciousness and dignity, coupled 
with self-respect and a fine sense 
of proportion. On that high and 
hopeful note, the speaker concluded. 

Miss Russell, the curator, ex- 
hibited many historical items which 
were given to the Society by Mrs. 
Alexander George (Dorothy Wei 

ling ton) from the estates of her 
aunts and mother in Winchester. 
These items were on exhibit for 
the members, In addition to the 
splendid gifts. Mrs. George also 
presented the Society with a large 
walnut secretary in which to 
play its treasures.

One of the oldest and most ex- 
clusive families of Winchester will 
be represented by a photograph in 
the Winchester Art Association ex- 
hibit in the art gallery of the 
Public Library in oommeration of 
one hundredth anniversary of Win- 
chester. The exhibition will open 
to the public April twenty fourth 
and remain open until noon April 
twenty-ninth, Monday through 
Friday from 2 to fi in the afternoon 
and 7 to ;i in the evening and Satur- 
day, the day of the parade from 
10 in the morning until \2 noon. 
Through the courtesy of Dr. Ly- 
man Smith - of the Smithsonian 
Institution, the United States Na- 
tional Museum, Washington. D. < ., 
this showing is possible. While 
connected with Harvard University 
in the botanical department Dr. 
Smith lived in Winchester. About 
1934 Lyman Smith discovered 
Scriptus Halii, a plant which ar- 
rived in Winchester during the last 
glacial age, about 20,000 years or 
more ago. The family is so old and 
exclusive that it is not found any- 
where within a thousand miles of 
Winchester according to The His- 
tory of Winchester in the Public 
Library. Keith Kldridge, a well 
known botanical photographer and 
member of the New Kngland Bot- 
any Club made the photograph es- 
pecially for the Winchester Art As- 
sociation exhibit. through the 
courtesy of the Gray Herberium in 
( 'ambridge. 

Governor John Brooks who was 
in office from 1816 to was born 
in a house which stood near where 
the Russell Symmes house now 
stands at Symmes Corner, Harris 
Richardson, president of the Mass- 
achusetts Senate, made it possible 
for us to have this picture on view. 

Governor Samuel McCall, in of- 
fice from 1916 to 1|»1!», will be re- 
presented by his picture in the dis- 
play. He also was a resident of ! 
Winchester and well remembered j 
by many people now living here. 

John Brooks was a colonel in the 
Continental Army during the Revo- 
lution and went through the ter- 
rible winter at Valley Forge. : 
There he assisted Inspector-Gen- 
eral Frederick William von Steu- 
ben in drilling the American 
troops. From this beginning a 
manual was worked out a copy of 
which will be on display at the Art 
Association's exhibit. This book 
was the original 1. D. R. for the 
American army. 

Foxcroft Cole, Helen Pre sse v, 
Gustavo Belichon, Ida Ramsdell 
Beliehon, Edward A. Brackett, W. 
H. W. Ricknell, Dudley Murphy will 
be among the Winchester artists 
represented in this exhibition. 
Through the efforts of Alfred 
Lowe, the Museum of Fine Arts 
has loaned a picture of the Aher- 
jona River valley by Foxcroft 
Cok' to be hung during the exhibi- 
tion. 

This is a homey exhibition. Many 
more interesting works of art, 
books, pottery and so on are to be 
shown. However do not miss The 
Fishermen — a picture shown 
through the thought fulness of 
Preston Corey of Reading, former- 
ly a well known resident of this 
town. Look for your friends. Rev. 
Augustine Newton of the First 
Congregational Church was a great 
fisherman and organized this hsh- 
intr party. Can anyone identify 
any members of this fishing parly. 
Mr. Corey co-perated with T. Price 
Wilson, editor of The Winchester 
Star, the only paper published in 
Winchester, ami Finest Eustis of 
the Co-f Iperative Bank. 

Families living in Winchester, 
many of them direct descendants 
of the original settlers have kind- 
ly loaned many things to make the 
Winchester Art Association ex- 
hibit possible.

Fire 
Kane revoked the company's 
after the March 17 blast and 
company was granted a hearing 
last week on its appeal from his 
ruling. 

Representative of the company, 
the householders and the Fire 
shall met at that time and ag 
on the new provisions. Fire 
shall Gilgun stated subsequently 
that a representative of his office 
will witness and supervise all 
blasts.

Mrs. Jane H. Lord, who has 
served as Executive Director of the 
Winchester District Nursing Asso- 
ciation, tendered her resignation 
from that office to the Association 
board meeting held last Friday in 
the General Committee Room, 
Town Hall, The letter from Mrs, 
Lord 'vas read by the chairman of 
the nursinjr committee, Mrs. Guy 
P. Livingstone. 

The board asked the correspond- 
ing secretary, Mrs. Leo Manoli, to 
send a letter conveying the mem- 
bers' warm persona! good wishes 
to Mrs. Lord in whatever venture 
-fie undertakes in the future. Her 
resignation becomes effective June 
1. 

With her letter severing her con- 
nection with WDN'A, Mrs. Lord 
also submitted a detailed and 
thoughtful report to the Associa- 
tion, in <>ider to give the members 
a "behind the scene" picture of the 
office at 540 Main street, and its 
activities. Her letter is reprinted 
as follows: 

"Just about two years ajjo I 
came to your organization from the 
Winchester Hospital. Your organ- 
isation needed a Director, for it 
was without one for six months. 
MKs 'thve Peterson was acting as 
director for this period. Mrs. 
Richard Johnson, Chairman of the 
Nursing Committee at that time, 
contacted me and asked me to 
cdliie for an interview, which I 
did and accepted the position. 

"The service has been a very 
busy one for the past two years. 
There have been many changes in 
the office personnel and the officers 
(if the Association. At this time I 
am very triad to say that the office 
and staff are going along very well. 

"The efficiency of the service has 
improved. Each nurse has her own 
desk, a daily visit card box and a 
tile for active records, therefore 
cutting office record work to a 
minimum, Mrs. Clark is typing all 
the admissions and discharges on 
the cards and folders, thus keeping 
them accurate, neat and orderly. 
Each nurse now has her own bag, 
completely outfitted. Paper nap- 
kins have been added to the nurses' 
liaus, thus saving the use of so 
many paper towels, The smaller 
sponges (hypo sponges) are now- 
used for giving injections, instead 
of using the larger ones. Paper 
fiags were bought so supplies could 
be brought to the hospital for ster- 
ilization thus saving the launder- 
ing of the cloth bags. 

"The laundry is collected and re- 
turned, thus saving the nurses' 
time in going to the laundry. We 
have added two hat trees which are 
used by patients and by nurses for 
their coats etc. With the addition 
of a sectional book case the nurses' 
supplies are kept orderly and free 
from dust, leaving the closet for 
the covered supplies. With the 
addition of two tables, we now use 
one for the mimeograph and add- 
ing machines, and one with a re- 
inforced top for boiling equipment. 

The filing and record cabinets 
are all together in one unit on a 
desk, thus making their use more 
accessible. On hand are 1 V4 dozen 
extra nurse's aprons to replace 
worn ones, and a quantity of wrap- 
ped sponges done by the Women's 
Alliance of the Unitarian Church 
and so appreciated by the nurses. 

"We have used the services of 
the Medical Advisory Committee 
on several occasions and are very 
grateful for their counselling. The 
Personnel Policies have been com- 
piled under the leadership of Mrs. 
Guy Livingstone and her commit- 
tee, with the approval of Mrs. 
Henry Motfette. 

"The cost per visit for 1049 was 
$2.(15. This is 22 cents less than in 
1948. The staff is very proud of 
this figure. I feel at this time I am 
leaving you with a well organized 
nursing and office staff."

REFORMATORY

into the visiting room where they 
waited until 11:00 for the tour. 
During this wait, each one had to 
sign a paper saying they had never 
been convicted of a felony, though 
a few of our jokers said they had, 
or else put down question marks. 

On the tour we saw the printing 
shop, sewing rooms, classrooms, 
the kitchen and dining rooms, the 
chapel, and private rooms, which a 
few of us peeked into. Each prison, 
we learned, has its own paper simi- 
lar to our own "Forum Flashes" 
which it exchanges with other 
penal colonies all over the U. S. 
and Canada. In sewing they make 
shirts, sheets, surgical gowns, and 
caps which are used in other state 
prisons, institutions, and hospitals. 
There is also a section where they 
make American and state flags. 
The classroom which we saw was 
very cheery and bright and the 
kitchen was also very pleasant. 

Each woman has her own job for 
each day such as working on the 
farm, sewing, knitting, cooking, 
and cleaning. 

We learned so much that it would 
be impossible to write everything 
and we wish to thank Mrs." Cun- 
ningham and Mrs. Hill for making 
this very enlightening trip possible.

Parent-sponsored "after the 
dance" hospitality is looked upon 
with favor to satisfy the teen age 
urge to talk things over and to off- 
set the seemingly increasing de- 
sire for out-of-town celebrations.

7. All night celebrations, parti- 
cularly out-of-town ones are dis- 

! couraged by both parents and 
faculty. 

8. Unrestricted use of cars by 
high school students is not in their 
best interests. Whenever they do 
have the use of a car, motor vehicle 
laws should be observed. Over- 
crowding of ears and speeding 
should be guarded against. 

9. Proper respect for law and 
order and respect for property 
rights should be stressed in both 
home and school training.

The dancing of the Ponies just 
before intermission was a mighty 
finished piece of work, with it's 
group of twelve attractive girls 
colorfully costumed in long skirts 
dancing a well conceived routine 
mighty well.

Highlighting the second half of 
the bill were the Hill Billies, an act 
cleverly synchronized to a phono- 
graph record by Ted O'Rourke and 
featuring some mighty funny an- 
tics by "Phyl" O'Neil and long 
John Power.

Running the Hill Billies a close 
race for the most popular act was 
the "Alfalfa Quartet", a facultv 
group who did three neat "barber- 
shop" numbers that featured a 
clever modern version of the an- 
cient and melodic "How Can I 
Leave Thee".

The host pastor, Rev. Walter Lee 
Bailey of the First Baptist Church, 
welcomed the congregation to the 
service and introduced the "Dean of 
Winchester's Clergymen," Dr. How- 
ard J. Chidley, whose ministry at 
the Fust Congregational Church 
extends over 35 years. 

Dr. Chidley spoke briefly of the 
town's religious past, interjecting 
a humorous note when he said that 
all those who were exposed to the 
ancient Sabbath program, with its 
four hour sermons, hour-long pray- 
ers, followed by Sunday School and 
afternoon and evening services, 
either "died or became great men." 

Of the present. Dr. Chidley found 
it fitting that the town's Centen- 
nial Week should open with a reli- 
gious service, for "where the church 
faints the community deteriorates." 
"The town's churches," he said 
"have never been better manned 
than now. nor has there ever been 
a hotter spirit of cooperation be- 
tween them." 

Dr. Chidley introduced Dr. Pari) 
as one who, like himself, had com* 
to America and become a Unites 
States citizen from choice. Dr.

Memorial Window 

The window was designed by Tif- 
fany and Company of X. Y. and is 
composed of three lights. The cen- 
tral one depicts the memorable 
scene when John Gutenberg, the 
inventor of movable type, draws 
from his press a printed sheet, 
thereby demonstrating to Fust and 
Schoeffer, who stand beside him, 
the practicability of his invention. 

The idea of the artists has evi- 
dently been to make this window 
an epitome of book-making. With 



this end in view they have com- 
memorated the period before 
Gutenberg in the panels which form 
the lower portion of the three 
lights. They contain representa- 
tions of three of the earliest forms 
"f books. One is the wax tablet of 
the Romans, bearing an extract 
from Cicero'3 Pro Archias, in praise 
of literature. The second is the 
scroll of the Greeks, containing a 
'[notation from Plato's Phaedrus 
which relates the story of the 
origin of written characters, while 
the third is the illuminated missal 
of the mediaeval scribes, which 
bears the memorable inscription: 
*'In memory of Joseph Howe

The side lijrhts contain the tree of 
knowledge and wisdom, from whose 
branches hang escutcheons bearing 
the printers' marks of early fol- 
lowers of Gutenberg. 

On the upper escutcheon in the 
right hand li^ht is the mark of Wil- 
liam Caxton, who published at 
Westminster on November 18, 
1 !T7. the first book printed in Great 
Britain. Above the mark there is 
a ribbon bearing the words of 
Shakespeare: "My library was 
dukedom large enough." 

In the upper escutcheon :n the 
right hand light is the mark of the 
celebrated Parisian printer of il- 
luminated missals. Simon Vostre, 
while the ribbon above carries the 
well-known quotation from Victor 
Hugo: "I.es Libres sont des amis 
surs et fideles." A ribbon .» n the 
lower branches of the tree bears

the date, 1457, the year :n which 
the first book was printed which 
bears both the date of publication 
and the name of the printer. 

In the left-hand side light there 
is shown in a similar manner the 
device of Christopher Plantin. the 
founder of the famous Antwerp 
printing house which continued in 
business down to our own times. 
This printer's mark represents a 
hand issuing from a cloud and 
holding compasses and with them 
describing a circle within which are 
the words: "Lahore et Constantia." 
The meaning of these words Plantin 
explained in the preface of his 
Polyglot Bible: the moving point 
of the compasses signifies labor 
and the stationary point constancy. 
This mark was first used in 1557. 

In the lower part of the same 
light appears the well-known an- 
chor and dolphin of the celebrated 
Venetian printer, Aldus Mauntlus. 
Although the printer was in busi- 
ness as early as 1494 it was not till 
1502 that he adopted the mark- 
shown in the window, and he used 
it for the first time upon the title 
page of "Le Tend Rime di Dante." 

The sentence on the ribbon con- 
nected with Plantin's mark is taken 
from Lessing, and may be trans- 
lated: "Who would call that writ- 
ten which remains unread'.'" With 
the Aldine mark is a line from 
I'ante's "Paradise," the transla- 
tion of which is: "For it is not 
knowledge to have understood a 

thing without remembering it." The 
short ribbon on the lower part of 
.this tree bears the date 1894, the 
i year of the erection of the memo- 
I rial. . 

Through the upper portion of the 



' three lights runs the familiar 
quotation from Borbonius: "Omnia 
mutantur, nor et mutatur in illus " 
Not only is improvement in book- 
making suggested :n this window 
but also improvement in the art of 
making colored glass, for the wind- 
ow is a triumph of the glazier's 
art. 

We here find all the brillancy 
and beauty of medieval glass, and 
in addition a far wider field and 
greater depth of color, combined 
with accuracy of drawing and an 
entire absence of paints and stains, 
so that no portion of the window- 
is obscured, but even the deepest 
and darkest shadows transmit the 
light. The greater part of the irlass 
used in this window was made from 
an entirely new formula, dis- 
covered by Mr. Louis C, Tiffany, a 
discovery as great as that of flint 
glass, and destined to revolutionize 
the ait of making colored irlass 
windows. 

The window forms a memorial 
peculiarly appropriate for a li- 
brary, for it is a history of book, 
making which will inspire reflec- 
tion and stimulate to further study 
and effort. Every one interested in 
art or literature will congratulate 
the donors of the window, it< mak- 
ers and the town of Winchester up- 
on tins beautiful work of art.

You see, the average 
weekly reader covers the whole 
paper. As a matter of fact, he 
usually glances casually at the 
front page, turns to the locals and 
reads them, and then slowly make- 
bis way through the paper back to 
th.. front page. 

"You can't 'bury' an item in a 
weekly, because the reader will 
search it out wherever it may l"-. 
Frankly we have always felt that 

every sheet in the papei is the 
front page. It's different in a city 
daily where the world news is gett- 
orally carried on page one. There 
the reader interest is focused on 
the front page. 

"In a county weekly, though, 
every page carries an array of 
community arHcles.

Continuing, Dr. Fairy said that 
our forefathers were self-made men 
who believed in work. By the 
sweat of their brows they enriched 
their lands. The founders of our 
Town of Winchester brought here 
the philosophy of work or you 
starve. Upon a recent visit to his 
native' England the speaker said he 
saw this slogan everywhere, put up 
now in a land where the govern- 
ment has promised its people 
security from the cradle to the 
grave. 

The present-day philosophy of 
letting the State House and Wash- 
ington do it will never get us any- 
where, said Dr. Parry, who paid 
tribute to hard work as "strength 
to the body and peace to the mind," 
while decrying the currently popu- 
lar governmental conception of let- 
ting those who do work pay for 
those who won't. The Puritans did 
not believe in a shortened work 
Week, or day. "Measure not the 
work until the day is done" was 1 
their workaday gospel. 

Our forefathers, said Dr. Parry, 
believed in thrift and in humble de- 
pendence upon God, knowing full 
well that the two friends upon 
whom they could always depend 
were their Heavenly Father and 
their own poeketbooks. Cod. said 
the preacher, tests men, not by 
Coddling them with security but by 
throwing them upon their own re- 
sources. 

inn Puritan ancestors had the 
courage to do without what they did 
not need. They never spent money 
until they earned it and they did 
not expect to reap without first 
sowing tin- seed. Today's slogan 
of "Spend, Spend" found no coun- 
ter-part in their times. It is not a 
heritage we have received from the 
founders of th.is country and town. 

Finally, Dr. Parry said the Puri- 
tans believed in the eternal value 
of the moral law. That was the 
Steel structure upon which their 
lives rested. When they left their 
old-world home they knelt in pray- 
er, When they landed in this coun- 
try they knelt in prayer again. They 
feared to do wrong because sin 
brought punishment from that 
Great judge above, whose law is 
love, hut also just. 

Today, Dr. Parry found, we are 
overlooking crime with the excuse 
that "time-- are different." This he 
deplored, stating that neither time 
nor anything else can make a 
wrong act right, that Presidential 
pardons cannot wipe out a wrong 
act nor should kindness be pleaded 
as an excuse for overlooking "Hol- 
lywood infidelity." 

In closing Di. Parry thanked God 
that there still are descendents of 
the Puritans who love Truth, Work. 
Thrift and God. He admonished his 
audience to shoulder the burden 
that their forefathers took up when 
they settled this country and town, 
taking then "hats off to the past 
and their coats off to the future!"

Leaders OF the Firemen's union have 
called a nationwide strike starting with 
four great railroads on April 26. These 
railroads are the New York Central Perat- 
$ylvania, Santa Fe, and Southern. 

The union claim that a second fireman 
is needed on grounds of safety is sheer 
hypocrisy. Safety has been dragged into 
this dispute only in an unsuccessful effort 
to give a cloak of respectability to vicious 
feather-bedding demands. 

^fter a careful study ot the first de- 
mands of this union, a Presidential Fact 
Finding Board on May 21, 1943, reported 
to President Roosevelt that there was no 
need for an extra fireman on diesel 
locomotives. 

Again, on September 19, 1949, after a 
second hearing on the union leaders' de- 
mands, a second Board reported to Presi- 
dent Truman that : ' there presently exists 
no need for an additional fireman . . . upon 
either the ground of safety or that of 
efficiency and economy of operation." 

Safety Record of Diesels is 
Outstandingly Good 
Although the railroads accepted the Board 
findings, the union leaders have brazenly 
rejected them. They represent that' an 



extra fireman is needed for "safety" rea- 
sons. Here's what the Board had to say- 
on that point: 

"The safety and on-time performance 
of diesel electric locomotives operated 
under current rules have been notably 
good . . . 

"Upon careful analysis of the data sub- 
mitted on safety, we have concluded 
that no valid reasons have been shown 
as a support for the Brotherhood pro- 
posal under which a fireman would be 
required to be at all times continuously 
in the cab of road diesels. The proposal 
must be rejected ' 

The real reason behind these demands is 
that the union leaders are trying to make 
jobs where there is no work. In other 
words, a plain ease ot "feather-bedding." 

The railroads have no intention of yield- 
ing to these wasteful make-work demands. 



"The Safety Record of Diesels 
is Outstandingly Good . . ."

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I.U records of the Converse family place Deacon Ed- 
ward Converse, who might be called the father of ^ inehester. 
as Edward Converse of Wakerly. England, who wan born in l.VH). 
He came of a line of the De Coigneries family, prominent 
in France before the Norman Conquest of England in 1066. one 
branch fleeing to England at the time of the Huguenots per- 
secution and another going to England with William the Con- 
queror and participating in the Battle of Hastings. 

Edward Converse, with his \> it «-. Sarah, and their three 
children, Josiah, James and Mary, came to this country with Gov- 
ernor W inthrop in 1630, M illing in Charlestown. In 1631 a grant 
was made to him for the first ferry from Boston to Charlestown 
.ii the -it.- of the present Charles River Bridge, ami from 1634 to 
loin he was a Selectman of Charlestown. 

He was early admitted to the First Church in Boston, gath- 
ered in Charlestown, and from this church he and other- were 
dismissed in October. 1632. to be embodied in the First Church 
of Charlestown, November 2. I <>.i2. 

Edward Converse's name stood first among seven commis- 
sioners appointed .by the Church in Charlestown to effect the 
-ettlement of Woburn. In l<»M> he built the lir.»t house in what 
u.i- then known as the South Village i Winchester i, and alter 
assisting in the founding of the new Township ol Woburn, 
became Selectman in 1<>H and continued in this office until his 
death, \ugu-t 10. 1663, He was one of the founders of the church 



in Woburn and one of the first two deacon-, rout inning in this 
capacity also until his death. 

Deacon Converse's house was "at the mill, called by his name 
in the South Village". Roughly it was located on land between 
the present Hevey Block and the Mill Pond, well back from what 
is now Main street. The present Converse Place was a drive 
winding around to the stable at the rear of the dwelling. 

The Converse Mill was the first "cornnc mill" in \\ inehester 
and the town's first business. It was located across the street and 
to the south of Deacon Converse's house on a site later occupied 
by the Whitney Mat bine Shop which stood for many year- at the 
corner of what is now W atertield road, the Parkway and Main 
street. 

Deacon Converse was from his arrival in Massachusetts an 
influential man ami a leader in tbe extension ot good government. 
Besides being Selectman and Deacon ol the Church in \\ oburn. 
he represented the town in the General Court and was for many 
years one of the three columis-iouers "for ending small causes", 
in other word- a trial justice. In 1602 he was arrested for refusing 
to promulgate the Kind's letter, asserting the sovereign's supreme 
authority over the colonies ami curtailing the liberties which the 
early settlers bad enjoyed unmolested. 



Deacon Converse denounced the letter and was summonsed 
before the General Court in 1663, at which time he was acquitted 
by delegates fully sympathizing with his views, but lacking the 
courage to express them. 

I be Deacon's descendents dwelled for many v ear- in the \ iein- 
ity of In- hou-e and mill, aiming them Vbijah Thompson, a iles- 
cendent of Mary, daughter of Edward and Sarah Converse, who 
married Simon Thompson in 1643 ami who later was in possession 
ol the original land where Edward's house stood, near tin- old 
mill -ite. where the lir-t bridge was built and near where the 
famous Converse Elm stood until 1866, 

I he highway from Woburn to Mi-tick Bridge i VIedford 
passed through tin- present center of tbe Town of W inehester be- 
tween Deacon Converse's house and mill and over tbe obi bridge 
substantially in the -ite of the present cement Converse Bridge. 
When built tbi- tirst bridge was known a- "Could Bridg", prob- 
ably because it was built in the winter. Below the bridge was a 
-pot known a- "The King's Ford". 

I here i- a report of the layout of this street from W oburn to 
Medford in l<><>»'. but it i- believed to have existed from the erect, 
iug of the first bouse upon it in 1640, when it was known in part as 
the highway from "Woburn meeting-house to Edward Converse's

It is sin prising to find how 
many people believe that Win- 
ehestei is observing this week the 
louth iinniveisai y of the settling 
of the town, and that previous to 
l>. r )ii Winchester was uninhabited 
except by Indians an<l wild beasts. 
Such is of course not the case, the 
town having observed the 300th 
anniversary >> f its settling 
in 1930. At the time the town was 
set apart from YVohurn and incor- 
porated as Winchester in lsoi) it 
was a well established village. Ori- 
ginally Winchester was a part of 
the territory granted to Charles- 
town by the General Court in 1.(533, 
In lt>38 what is now Winchester 
was a wild tract of land situated 
along the Aberjorla River to the 
north of Mystic Pond, named 
Watert'ield because of the abund- 
ance of uatei in the vicinity. About 
that time it was surveyed and 
granted to Charlestown inhabitants 
a~ a village, hence the name in 
1(140 of "Charlestown Village," the 
third name by which Winchester 
Was known. There were houses in 
what is now Winchester prior to 
1(110, and in that year Deacon Kd- 
ward Converse built his home and 
mill neat the present Converse 
Place. He and other- winked to 
establish the place apart from 
Charlestown and in D!42 the 
Genera) Court authorized naming 
< -harlestown Village YVoliurn. Win- 
chestei at that time was known as 
South Woburn or South Village. 
The community continued to grow 
and prosper. With the running of 
the Roston and Lowell Railroad 
through the town in 1835 the town 
grew rapidly with the result that 
the inhabitants of South Woburn 
successfully petitioned the General 
Court in 1>*">1> to be set aside from 
the parent town anil be incorpor- 
ated as the Town of Winchester. 
It is this tooth anniversary of the 
town's incorporation that Winches-

John G. Trump of Winchester 
was the recipient on March 
]!»-ji) and April 1- 1950 of three 
United States Patents. 

The first of these patents is en- 
titled "Apparatus For Reducing 
Destructive Transients In Elec- 
trostatic Belt Generators." An 
electrostatic belt generator is a 
contrivance for the generation of 
high voltage direct current; and it 
generally comprises a properly 
mounted and insulated terminal to 
which, electrical charges are con- 
veyed by a suitable endless belt. 
The use of this equipment, which 
produces charges in the order of 
several million volts, has become of 
increasing importance as the volt- 
age source in X-ray generators for 
cancer therapy, for nuclear re- 
search and other purposes. At pre- 
sent, the apparatus is housed in 
tanks filled with nitrogen under 
pressure, and the voltage attained 
thereby is limited by a sparking 
condition that may take place be- 
tween tin- terminal and the tank, 
along the rapidly traveling belt, or 
with respect to other parts. This 
"sparkover" is destructive, for it 
may rend the mat-rial of the belt 
and cause i'< mechanical failure, 
produce a harmful roughening of 
the terminal, and even destiny the 
supports of the equipment; and 
therefore, in his first invention, Mr. 
Trump discloses several methods 
of reducing its effects, 

The second of his patents, which 
incidentally was issued to him in 
conjunction with Robert W. Cloud, 
Lexington, Mass., is foi a "High 
Voltage High Vacuum Accelera- 
tion Tube." High-voltage accelera- 
tion tube- are also employed for 
the production of high energy X- 
rays and for nuclear research; and 
this invention provides a method of 
building one with an operating volt- 
age of two million volts and only 
two feet in length, which is a much 
more compact structure than has 
hitherto been available. 

Finally, the third patent, of which 
Mr. ('loiid is also co-inventor, is en- 
titled "Charge Transferring Means 
Foi High Voltage Electrostatic 
Apparatus." It deals with <m im- 
proved arrangement I'm applying 
the electrical charge to, and remov- 
ing it from, the belt conveyor of 
the aforementioned electrostatic 
generator. 

All of these patents have been as- 
signed to Research Corporation, 
New York, N". V.

EPIPHANY MEN TO HEAR 
OUTSTANDING SPEAKER 

The members of the Epiphany 
Men's Club have a rare treat in 
-toie for them at their next meet- 
ing on Wednesday evening. May 
15th, when the speaker will be Rev. 
Henry Mattocks, who is the vicar 
of St. Andrew's Church serving 
proton, Ayer, Forge Village and 
surrounding towns. He was born 
in England and educated there and 
in the United States. After his 
graduation from Berkeley Divinity 
School in New Haven. Conn., in 
June. 1929, Mr. Mattocks went t.. 
the Philippines foi mission work 
among the Chinese of that country 
preceded bv a trip to the city of 
Amoy in South china to acquire 
the umguage spoken by the Philip- 
pine Chinese. He took charge of 
the vigorous work among the 
Chinese in Manila in the fall of 
1930. There is a huge parish there 
which include- a school for Chinese 
girls which now has a student com- 
munity of over twelve hundred 
young ( "hinese, 

Wl-en this work became self- 
supporting with its own Chinese 
clergyman and was organized into 
a fully independent parish in 1940, 
Mi. MattoH s was transferred to 
Zamboanga in the island of Mind- 
anao in the southern Philippines 
to organize Chinese work among 
the people in that area and to 
supervise Episcopal work among 
the many islands of the Stllll Sea. 
In the town of Zamboanga there 
is an old established parish church 
for the American, Native and For- 
eign community, together with a 
hospital and, also the schools of 
St. Albans and St. John's. The 
first school was foi Filipinos, 
Moros and Mestizos itnd the sec- 
ond was established foi the 
• 'hinese 

In the meantime, Mr. Mattocks 
married in Bony Kong to a young 
woman who is a native of' Wal 
tham. and who w;is one of the 
earliest I'. T. O. workers sent to 
the Orient. There are three chil- 
dren, all born in Manila. 

At the outbreak of hostilities 
with the Japanese, Rev. Mr. Mat- 
tocks, his wife and their three chil- 
dren Were forced to flee to the 



mountains behind Zamboanga and 

for fourteen months existed among 
the primitive Subano tribes. They 
Were later captured by the Japanese 
and were interned in several camps 
and practically starved to death 
prim to their liberation. Mr. Mat- 
tocks returned to the Philippines 
in 1946 and took charge of St. 
Luke's Pro-Cathedral which is the 
"tiiy Episcopal church left standing 
in Manila. Mr. Mattocks and his 
family returned to the United 
States in 1948, He has gained an 
enviable reputation as a speaker, 
especially to men's groups and the 
members of the Men's Club should 
be sure to hear him.

(We found 
this out through bitter expert- j 
nice over a term of years!* Adam 
the rascal! - is still out to eat the 
fruit of the one forbidden tree in 
all the garden. Vash Young gave 
final expression to this idea when ! 
he said: "I sometimes think if that 1 
famous tree in the Garden of Eden i 
had carried a sign saying 'Take | 
One.' the whole history of the hu- 
man race would have been differ- 
ent." 

The $64.00 question is, of course, 
is this principle so strong it will 
work in reverse?

How his search in the Venezuelan 
jungle for the elegantly caparison- 
ed scarlet ibis was richly rewarded 
is told by New York ornithologist 
Paul A. Zahl in the National Geo- 
graphic Magazine for May. 

Dr. Zahl left last August on an 
expedition for the National Geo- 
graphic Society to the tropical 
shoulder of South America, 3,000 
miles away. His objects were, first, 
to find a rookery of the now rare 
scarlet ibis if possible and, second, 
to make scientific observations and 
color photographs to add to West- 
ern Hemisphere bird lore. 

Search Long; Unavailing 
Two generations and more airo, 
the South American coastal region 
from Brazil to Colombia was alive 
with flocks of the bird Since about 
| HMO, however, Dr. Zahl notes, the 
| scarlet ibis has become almost a 
; memory, living- mainly in the lavish 
! descriptions of its plumage written 
! earlier. 

On counsel of naturalists at the 
Venezuelan capital of Caracas, Dr. 
\ Zahl chose San Fernando, 200 
miles south of Caracas and capital 
of the inland State of Apure, as 
j his operating base. A small scar- 
j let ibis rookery had been reported 
' a year before in a remote section of 
that state. 

The journey to this rookery site 
required several hours of steady 
i travel in a pencil-thin dugout canoe 
, propelled by outboard motor. The 
! course led up the flooded Rio Apure 
two tributaries. At the de- 
stination, thousands of egrets, 
herons, cormorants, and anhingas 
vocally protested the intrusion. 
But not a single coro-coro, to use 
the native name fur the scarlet ibis, 
was in the haven used by hundreds 
the previous year. 

The new clues supplied by river 
natives led downstream east of 
San Fernando, where rookeries con- 
tained myriad other birds as- 
embled for the wet season from all 
over tin- Venezuelan plains. The

Students at Winchester High 
School learned important facts of 
their Town's history as presented 
by a committee of Seniors headed 
by David Holdsworth last Friday 
morning in the high school audi- 
1- torium. 

ie Miriam Parker told of the early 
history of Woburn from which Win- 
chester "seceded" in 1850. An in- 
teresting item in her talk concerned 
the Black Horse Tavern built in 
172S on what was then practical- 
ly the Medford line and is now 
Black Horse Terrace. So popular 
was the Tavern that the town came 
to be known unofficially as Black 
Hoise Village. 

Betsey Hooper described the Mid- 
dlesex Canal begun in 1728, fin- 
ished in 1803, and abandoned short- 
ly prior to South Woburtt's being 
named Winchester, not for the Eng- 
lish city of the same name, but for 
Colonel William P. Winchester of 
Watertown whose offer of a sum 
of money influenced the decision. 
Colottel Winchester's eventual be- 
quest was $300 and was used to 
establish Wildwood Cemetery. 
But for Colonel Winchester's be- 
quest, the town might have been 
named Columbus. 

Sergei Sorokin traced the efforts 
at public schooling of the Woburn 
and Winchester young people, caus- 
ing considerable merriment as he 
described a few of the incidents in- 
volving schoolmasters. The first 
Woburn school was founded in 1073. 
In 1704 the grammar school was 
in the charge of a master who ap- 
peared only when County Court 
was in session. 

In 1794 the first school in the 
area now the town of Winchester 
was sot up a one-room school 
twenty feet wide and thirty feet 
long. Its furniture consisted of 
benches that ran the length of the 
room, This school was in session 
nine weeks during the summer and 
eight weeks during the winter. 

In 1X52 Winchester was second 
among Massachusetts towns m its 
appropriations for schools. 

Betty l'aikei told of the intro- 
duction into the course of study of 
French in 1872, of business subjects 
in 1903, and of physical education 
in 1905. 

The year 1920 witnessed the 
building of the Wyman, Mystic, 
No,, nan. and Lincoln Schools' The 
Washington School was built in 
1021. In 1931 construction of a 
junior high school building was au- 
thorized and an addition to the 
high school built in 1902 and 1903 
was necesary in 1931 also. 

Summarizing t h e Winchester 
achievements, David Holdsworth 
outlined the development of the 
public works, such as the water 
system, and pointed out the growth 
in population and in civic consci- 
ousness.

AN OPEN LETTER TO PARENTS 

"WE HAVE ONU TO HE <.unl> CITIZENS. GOOD 
NEIGHBORS \.\T) MOST OF ALL -GOOD PARENTS" 
Gen. Lucius Cla\ 

Dear Parents: 

Are we, as today's parents and citizens, doing our utmost to 
help our children to become good parents and citizens in the 
World of Tomorrow? 

Because we feel the problems discussed in this letter are 
directly ours and because to attempt to correct them we must first 
begin with ourselves, we are appealing to you as individuals as 
well as parents. We have been sincerely concerned with the con- 
stantly recurring examples of lack of consideration for the rights, 
safety, and property of others; for example: JAY-WALKING; 
TRESPASSING ON AND DESTROYING OF PRIVATE PRO- 
PERTY; BULLYING AND UNDESIRABLE GANG ACTIVITY ; 
THROWING OF SNOWBALLS, ROCKS OR OTHER MISSILES 
ON THE PUBLIC WAYS: BICYCLE TRAFFIC VIOLATIONS; 
ILLEGAL USE OF AIR RIFLES AND THE ILLEGAL POS- 
SESSION OF GUNS, 

In a meeting called by the Superintendent of Schools, these 
problems were presented to the Presidents of the Mothers' Asso- 
ciations of the elementary, junior high, and senior high schools, 
the Principals of these schools, and a representative of the Police 
Force, the Boy Scouts and the Girl Scouts. A serious discussion 
pointed up the common concern and the need for cooperative ac- 
tion — for adults to set tin' example not following the "do as 
I say, but not as 1 do" policy. 

Believing that each of you would be willing, when you ap- 
preciate the seriousness of this situation, to help our young 
people, we propose: 

1 - That we as adults strive seriously and conscientiously by 

word and example to have our children realize that by be- 
ing considerate of the lights, safety, and property of 
others they are best protecting their own rights, safety, 
and property — ■ a basic concept of democracy. 

2 - That we as adults observe more carefully the traffic regu- 

lations such as speeding, parking, and crossing at the 
crosswalks with the lights. 

3 - That we as adults observe the basic courtesies not only 

in our homes, but also on the highways and in other public 
places. 

4 - That we as adults back up in words as well as actions, the 

regulations drawn up by School and Police authorities 
for the good and safety of all concerned. 

5 - That we as adults discuss any serious difference of opinion 

concerning these regulations with the proper authorities 
before discussing them with our children whose respect 
for these authorities should be built up. not torn down. 

In aiming toward a better World of Tomorrow, perhaps we 
can also improve a bit the World of Today.

Miss Niffborg von Richthafen 
of Germany, Mr. Walter Beveraggi 
of Argentina, and Mr. Edward 
Rosek of Poland, all students at 
Harvard University, spoke to the 
Winchester College Club at its an- 
nual meeting held May 4 at the 
home of Mrs. William Davis on 
Central Green, All three speaking 
on the subject "Bridges of Under- 
standing" proved again the tru- 
ism that tin- firmest planks in 
those bridges are fashioned from 
first hand knowledge and personal 
contacts. 

Miss von Richthafen, one of a 
laife group sent to this country 
for a year by A. M. (;., a high 
school teacher in Heidelberg, 
stressed the need of accenting the 
likenesses instead of the differen- 
ces between nationalities. "When 
1 see a baby here I always expect 
him to speak German." was her 
vivid way of putting it. She called 
attention to the difficulties the 
Germans are experiencing in 
adapting themselves to democratic 
practices after centuries of un- 
democratic rule. 

Mr. Beveraggi, who has endured 
jail sentences for his political be- 
liefs and is a political refugee, is 
Vice-President of the I.abot Party 
In Argentina. The aims of that 
Labor Party, he explained, would 
in this country be considered "mod- 
erately conservative". He strong- 
ly urged that the United States 
exercise the moral leadership 
needed in the world. 

Mrs. Rosek alsv emphasized the 
need tor the moral regeneration of 
the individual as the only means to 
achieve peace \\\- exceptional 
military record in Poland, Fran,. , 
and with the Polish Army fighting 
to free Europe has made him think 
about and fee! all the more strong- 
ly the folly of wai .

The Glee Club again sang under 
the direction of Keith Snydei who 
displayed unusual ability and en- 
thusiasm throughout the entire pro- 
gram. His conducting of the fifty- 
eight men who filled the stands 
on the stage was tt marked improve, 
merit over the December conceit. 
This, no doubt, can lie attributed 
to the arrangement in which the 
men were standing on the stage, 
the familiarity with the music and 
probably most important, the mu- 
tual understanding prevalent be- 
tween the conductor and the club. 
Mi . Snyder obviously knew what he 
wanted and he obtained foi the 
most part the effects he desired. 
Another important improvement 
was the balance of parts, with no 
single voices detracting fomi any of 
their renditions. 

Commencing with the rousing 
"Lift Thine Eyes." the audience 
was quickened to the fact that a 
real program was tinder way. 
"Evening Revery" was a polished 
number with mood .and diction ex- 
cellent and in direct contrast, and 
set thi' pattern for the rest of the 
evening. "The Star" possibly 
lacked in diction and shading, but 
the good full tones and the quality 
of tlie tenor voices made good lis- 
tening. Probably no sung in the 
club's repertoire has more com- 
pletely thrilled the audience than 
did "The Creation." They captured 
fully the dramatic spirit of the 
composition with excellent shad- 
ing, beautiful dynamics and a 
forceful ending, indeed the high- 
light of the entiie program. The 
delicate encore "Spin Spin" con- 
veyed the proper feeling; of pathos 
with beautiful tone blending. 

Mr. Moffatt chose two delight- 
fully contrasting selections for the 
organ. "Now Thank We All Our 
God," and the tranquil "Kamen- 
noi Ostrow" by Rubinstein, He is 

to be congratulated for his excel- 
lent performance on an instrument 
which is somewhat limited in com- 
parison to a real pipe organ. 

The introduction of the club's ac- 
companist, Mary Louise Middle- 
ton, as soloist was a tare treat, in- 
asmuch a- many in the audience 
had witnessed her unusually fine 
piano interpretations in conjunc- 
tion with the glee club. The com- 
bination of Ken Moffatt and Mrs. 
Middleton produced a well syn- 
chronised organ and piano duet in 
the beautifully played "Sheep May 



Safely Graze" by Bach. The pianis- 
simo passages of the piano were de- 
licate and lovely. 

The reappearance of the glee 
club in t'.ie two folksongs. "Scan- 
dalize My Name" and Set Down 
Servant," and the encore "Do Ani- 
mals" were in good contrast to the 
previous selections. These humor- 
ous spirituals are always enjoy, 
able and popular with the audience. 
They could have been <ung with a 
little more zest. The beautiful 
composition of Harvey Davies of 
Stoneham, "I See Your Face" was 
sung with much expression, but for 
the first time dming the concert, 
the tenors predominated slightly 
more than necessary for good bal- 
ance. "The Battle Hymn of the Re- 
public", a Fred Waring arrange- 
ment, was very impressive and ma- 
jestic w ith font hands at the piano, 
•Lick Gilbert assisting Mrs. Middle- 
ton, and Kenneth Moffatt's first ap- 
pearance at the organ with the 
glee c'ul". The baritone solo by 
Richard Jackson was an effective 
addition to the progi am. 

Immediately following inter- 
mission, Mr. Snyder in a few well 
chosen wmds introduced all form- 
er conduc tor- and accompanist- in 
the audience. A group of old favor- 
ites, especially chosen foi their ap- 
peal to both singing and sponsor- 
ing members, was warmly received. 
Good attacks ami releases with 
distinct articulation were noted in 
"Brothers, Sing On"! "The Shadow 
March" could have shown a little 
mote childish terror in the first two 
stanzas, but the passages begin- 
ning with "The shadow- of the 
balusters, the shadow id' the lamp." 
was exceptionally well done. 

The glee club did a nice job on the 
college -oii^'- which weie reminis- 
cent of their early days. There was 
agility in fast passages, good un- 
ison singing, and they were render- 
ed in typical college glee club man- 
ner. 

The impromptu duet by Kenneth 
Moffatt at the organ and Jack Gil- 
bert at the piano of a few brief 
popular numbers was enthusiasti- 
cally received, although somewhat 
informal, and amused the audi- 
ence to set the mood for the male 
quartet which followed. 

The variations of the much her- 
alded Mystic Four were loudly ap- 
plauded, the audience being de- 
lighted with their casual manner 
and contagious spirit of good fel- 
lowship. Their blending seemed in- 
stinctive from the opening number. 
"Slide Trombone" and through 
"Erie Canal," "Slow Motion," and 
"Alexander'- Ragtime Band." The 
audience had to be satisfied with 
two encores, but one thing was cer- 
tain, the magnetism of the Mystic 
Four had lost none of its original 
attraction. 

In the concluding group of num- 
bers, the (ilee Club lead off with 
tlie stirring "Border Ballad" and 
I he organ passages created a more 
martial accompaniment. Here 
again, the progress of the Club was 
readily noted by its excellent dic- 
tion. Two encore numbers, "Mos- 
quitoes" ami the Waring arrange- 
ment of "Dry Bones" were added 
attractions. The sound effects 
could have been a bit more pre- 
cise. The most effective humming 
was noted in "My Lady Walks in 
Loveliness." A well expressed tri- 
hilte to a most capable and talented 
accompanist. "Waters Ripple and 
Flow" contributed much to the en- 
joyment of the evening. James de- 
Revere did an exceptionally good 
job in his tenor solo, as did George 
N'iles in his baritone solo with the 
effective choral background. Or- 
chids for the artistic and outstand- 
ing piano accompaniment. 

On the invitation of Mr. Snyder, 
all former singing members and 
condu 'tors were invited to join the 
Glee Club in the singing of its final 
number "The Lost Chord." With 
about eighty men on the platform 
combining with the organ and 
piano, the group concluded its con- 
cert in a most fitting climax. 

The Mystic Glee Club rendered 
a program high in quality, excel- 
lent musicianship on the part of 
conductor, glee club and accom- 
panists. Singing many numbers 
without the aid of music, added a 
real professional touch. The speci- 
al tenth anniversary concert pro- 
gram, and management technique 
all contributed to a most inspiring 
and stimulating concert.

Coon will be chairman of the des- 
sert. 

Nursing Report 

The nursing report I'm- April, 
presented by Miss Peterson to the 
board on Friday, showed :<5H visits 
to patients for the month, a lighter 
case load than the staff experi- 
enced this same time last year. 
May, however, is proving to be a 
busy month, with an unusual num- 
ber of office visits. 

Compulsory Medicine Report 

The timely topic of compulsory 
medicine was the key speech at the 
Brookline Friendly Aid Society's 
annual meeting in Brookline recent- 
ly, and Mrs. Vaughn Harmon at- 
tended the meeting, on behalf of 
the District Nursing Association. 
The speaker was Dr. I. eland S. 
McKittrick of the Palmer Memorial 
Hospital, who pointed out to bis 
listeners that compulsory medicine 
will not bring out the best in any 
physician, that it will destroy the 
fine personal touch between physi- 
cian and patient that we have now. 
He stressed the present scope of 
Blue Cross, which serves so many 
citizens ably and well, and the many 
private insurance policies that do 
the same job, better than any gov- 
ernment agency could, The speak- 
er added that in the United States 
today, there are more doctors per 
capita than in any other nation - 
that if the rural areas want more 
doctors, they must work to get the 
facilities that will attract good doc- 
tors to their area. 

Cerebral Palsy Report 

Mrs. Charles Greene was one of 
the members of the Association to 
attend the Cerebral Palsy meeting 
at Mrs. Samoiloff's recently, and 
her report to the Friday meeting 
was a stimulating one. She told of 
the speaker, a charming young 
woman who bad been a victim of 
cerebral palsy and who had been 
treated until she became a useful 
member of society, a lawyer, and 
a speaker, was working now to help 
other victims of the disease. 

Cerebral palsy is not a new dis- 
ease, hut little has been dime about 
t in the past. It ;s a baffling condi- 
tion that only about 75 doctors 
know how to treat. The damage it 
inflicts on brain cells affects the 
patient's speech and his motion, 
even though he is a very intelligent 
person. Today there are some 500,- 
(Mil) cases in this country. 

Mrs. Greene explained that it 
may be caused by a prenatal in- 
jury, but not all victims are born 
that way. Some cases are the re- 
sult of injuries, a stroke, or other 
diseases. Three uut of every four 
of these cerebral palsy children can 
be helped, for they are not hopeless, 
and not feeble-minded. But the 
great need, in the cure, is for 
trained workers, for facilities to 
carry on the work. 

Today, this country has facilities 
for caring only for 2500 cerebral 
palsy patients, out of the total 
500,000 cases.

SAFETY AT SCHOOLS AND 
CROSSINGS 



Editor of the Star: 

Last week The Star called atten- 
tion to the fact that there is on 
exhibit at the Library, a profile 

model of Winchester's central 
school and shopping area. 

We wish yon would take a few 
minutes to visit the Library and 
to tell your friends to do likewise. 

This model is called, "The < on-e- 
lated Grade-Crossing Plan", to dis- 
tinguish it from other plans and 
because its approach is different. 

It is well known that a blue- 
print or line drawing does not tell 
a realistic story to most laymen. 
Engineers sometimes over-look 
this. Also, professionally made 
models cost a lot of money. Years 
ago several hundred dollars were 
spent on a plaster model of the 
1 hen-new Manchester Field idea. 
Also a tine model of the Lara way 
Over-Pass Plan was on exhibit. 
The wreckage of both these high- 
cost models are in storage in the 
town hall. 

Now we have a third model to 
make real to yon, what may be 
ahead in the years i i - i:«; i. li 
does not show you just one problem 
but correlates several needs such 
as, better tire protection for the 
West side, better High School and 
play-ground arrangements and eli- 
mination of all track crossing at 
out new Shopping Center. 

Right now remember, please, 
that the Town stands officially on 
record a?- desiring the elevation of 
the B. tfc M. tracks and the creation 
of an embankment, North and 
South, through the center of town. 
The Commissioner of Public Works 
will proceed on this basis unless 
out own officials are active in get- 
ting this point cleared up. Pic- 
ture to your self how the elevated 
trucks will sear the Center's 
beauty! Even with smoke-belch- 
ing locomotives out of the picture, 
you still have loft noise and dust. 
You still have the problem of six 
lines of tratlii' converging in the 
shadow of at; ugly railroad bridge. 
Remembei Lynn; Remember Attle- 
boro. 

Does any one really wish to see 
such a heavy out-lay for such a 
doubtful benefit? The writer, years 
ago, wished to see the tracks sunk 
to below grade, he has conic to the 
conclusion that because of water 
problems and track grades and 
very high costs, this idea is out. 
Thi' present plan is to leave the 
tracks as they are but wall them 
off, from Wedgemere to Swanton 
street. Such walls can be land- 
scaped with plantings and strips 
of turf. Initial cost is not pro- 
hibitive. This safety measure 
could be a first step: a starting 
point for a complete scheme with 
Over-Pass as shown in the Model 
at the Library. Eventually we 
want foot -ways under the tracks 
to take the place of the present 
hat d-to-elimb bridge as seen now 
at depot. Passages under the 
t tacks need less than half the 
climbing we now do over the 
bridge.

I HE OLD LOCOMOTIN ES 
W INCH ESTER" 

The recent centennial celebra- 
tion of the naming of this town has 
brought forth many interesting in- 
cidents and bits of history con- 
nected with the early days of the 
Town To Mr. Elmer Fletcher v., 
aie indebted for the following in- 
formation of the Boston & Lowell 
Railroad's locomotives bearing the 
name "Winchester," 

The first locomotive to beat the 
name "Winchester" was built in 
1854 by the Essex Machine Co. of 
Lawrence, Mas.-., for the Boston & 
Lowell R. R. It was the B. & I. 
No. 12 and was scrapped m l»si 

The Second "Winchester" was 
built in 1883 bv the Rhode Island 
Locomotive Works. Providence. 
R. L, and was also the B. & L. No. 
PJ. When the Boston & Maim 
railroad acquired the B. <& L., this 
locomotive was renumbered 312. 
This was a 4-4-0 type and was 
scrapped in 1905, and henceforth 
the naming of locomotives was

the event of quakes. The San 
: Francisco quake came in for a de- 
j tailed account of this disaster as 
well as others in all parts of the 
world, the Hawaiian Islands and 
Chile, where oil, ooii persons died in 
second-. The slides showed a trip 
to the Laboratory at Weston where 
very intricate machinery and me- 
chanism- were located After ex- 
plaining some of the highly techni- 
cal equipment, Fr.

WINCHESTER AT Tl'FTS 

A remarkable example of the ex- 
cellent educational fundamentals 
taught in Winchester's schools is 
illustrated today at Tufts College 
in nearby Medford.

While this article has confined 
itself to a display of Winchester's 
talent at Tufts, it is only one il- 
lustration of the very evident and 
sound fundamentals which our 
schools supply the young men and 
women of this town. It would be 
easy to name eight or more nation- 
ally famous colleges, where perhaps 
a smaller proportion of individuals 
from our schools attend, whose 
records doubtless show the same 
high degree of reflection on our 
town's educational facilities.

On May 9, 1950, the United 
States Patent Office granted patent 
number 2,507,184 on "Alkali-Refin- 
ing of Fatty Glycerides in the 
I'resence of an Inorganic Phos- 
phate Compound" to S. Jack Rini. 
81 Walnut street, Winchester. 

Not withstanding its technical 
title, this invention pertains to an 
improved process for refining or 
purifying soybean oils and the like. 
Soybean oil, as is generally known, 
is obtained from the seeds of the 
soya plant which is grown to a 
considerable extent in certain sec- 
tions of the United States. Al- 
though primarily a food oil, it is 
md also with paints and varnishes. 

Generally speaking, the so-called 
"alkali-refining" of these oils in- 
volves the creation of two phases 
or portions, — - one comprising a 
watery composition containing the 
undesirable impurities and the 
other consisting of the purified oil. 
Obviously, these phases must be 
separated; and, ordinarily, this is 
accomplished either by the action 
of gravity in a kettle or by a m«ro 
costly method of employing cen- 



trifugal apparatus. 

However, the loss of desirable 
; oil has heretofore been a serious 
: factor in large scale refining oper- 
ations, particularly of the kettle 
type; and it is therefore the object 
of Mr. Rini's invention to provide 
a method of substantially over- 
. coming this limitation. This, he 
has discovered, may be accom- 
plished by the simple expedient of 
adding a small amount of the 
chemical "tetrasodium pyrophos- 
phate" to the oil undergoing treat- 
ment. 

In his patent specifications, Mi. 
Rini cites seventeen examples of 
the practice of his process; and as 
typical of his procedure, one of 
them showed a refining loss of only 
.71' which is in marked contrast 
to the loss of more than 1" ; that 
occurs under similar conditions 
without the i.se of the pyrophos- 
phate. It is claimed that his 
method's of the greatest commer- 
cial significances and that products 
obtained thereby are of satisfac- 
tory quality and may be employed 
to prepare food shortenings.

This year's rate is based on a total valuation of $38,698,050.00, 
of which $3,101,075,00 is in personal property and $35,596,975.00 
is in real estate. Last year's total valuation was $37,702,225.00, 
this year's higher figure resulting from increases of $48,300.00 in 
personal property and $947,525,00 in real estate. 

Town appropriations for this year total $1,743,601.00, exclu- 
sive of transfers, an increase of $111,442.20 over the 1949 total 
of $1,632,158,74. This increase in appropriations added nearly 
$3.00 to the 1950 tax rate. 

Winchester tax-payers will be pleased to learn that the 
Assessors have been able to avoid a raise in the rate this year 
Since 1946 the tax rate has gone up $6 here.

Those planning to attend the 
Winchester Wellesley Club Morn- 
ings next fall will be interested in 
a letter received by Mrs. Gardner 
Bradlee, General Chairman of the 
Mornings, from Rudolph F. Elie, 
Jr., who will speak to the group on 
October 27th. Mr. "EHe, currently 
famous for his part in "Dabl's 
Europe - Erie's Oyster." appearing 
daily in the Boston Herald, wrote 
while at sea from the C. S. S. 
Salem (CA-139). The title of his 
talk is to be "The Critic on the 
Hearth," and it will be made up of 
anecdotes of people of the theater, 
music or movies, with some talk 
about criticism and about writing in 
general. In his letter to Mrs. Brad- 
lee he briefly summed up his bio- 
graphy.

He placed some of the re- 
sponsibility on the home where 
there may be a case of either 
neglect or overindulgence: Some 
responsibility rests w ith the schools 
hut it is his theory that a large part 
of the responsibility rests with the 
young people themselves. He said 
there was too great a tendency on 
the part of various organizations 
to indulge in the so-called "Philo- 
sophy of Excuses" Youth must ac- 
cept their own responsibilities and 
hold their own respect for law 
the social customs of society itself. 
Society itself is not entirely to 
blame for all ills. Lawless acts 
committed should not always be 
excused by society. A good part of 

the responsibility then, thinks 
Judge Henchy, rests squarely on 
the shoulders of youth itself. To 
develop this responsibility is part 
of the task of the home and the 
schools.

WINCHESTER RADIO 
ENGINEER (JETS HONORARY 
DEGREE 



Mr. (Jlenn H. Browning of 7 
Appalachian road, widely known 
radio engineer and president of the 
Browning Laboratories on upper 
Main street, was awaided the 
honorary degree of Doctor of 
Science hy his alma mater Cornell 
College of Mt. Vernon, Iowa, at the 
commencement exercises of the 
college held on Monday, June 12. 
At the same time his daughter, 
Mary .lean Browning, received her 
bachelor's degree from the same 
college. 

Born in Mt. Vernon, Iowa, in 
1897, Mr. Browning was graduated 
from Cornell College in the class 
of 1921, receiving the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts and graduating 
with highest honors. He was 
president of his class, elected to 
Phi Beta Kappa, honorary scholas- 
tic fraternity and was awarded the 
Lydia C. Perkins Scholarship for 
Cruft Laboratory graduate work at 
Harvard University. During the 
years 1923 - 24 he was a research 
fellow in electrical engineering at 
Harvard. 

In conjunction with F. H. Drake, 
Mr. Browning developed a special 
mathematically designed tuned 
radio frequency transformer which 
was incorporated in a circuit later 
known as the Browning-Drake 
Circuit in 1924. 

From 1924 - 1937 Mr. Browning 
was a radio and consulting en- 
gineer as well as president of the 
Browning-Drake Corporation. He 
has been president of the Browning 
Laboratories, Inc., in Winchester 
since 1937 when the company was 
formed. 

He is a member of the Institute 
of Radio Engineers and is listed in 
"Who's Who in Engineering", 
"Who's Who in New England" and 
in the "Biographical Encyclopedia 
of the World". During World War 
I he served in the Army with the 
rank of 2nd lieutenant.

The Blue Angels were organized 
as a team in 1940 at the Advanced 
Training Command at Jackson- 
ville, Florida, and in their four 
years of existence have performed 
for over thirteen million air minded 
spectators throughout the country. 
They have made annual appear- 
ances at the famous Cleveland Air 
races, the Miami Air Races, and the 
National Soaring Meet at Elmira, 
New York.

You ean foel the life aboard that 
schooner. The fore and aft tig, 
with the saiis filled with the wind 
coming in over the taf frail: the 
lone figure in the bow, Stanley 
Woodward in this picture - prob- 
ably the best he has done for some- 
time - a viewer remarked - caught 
the calm assurance of the fisher- 
man running before the wind. This 
picture is well worth your going to 
the Public Library to see: if you 
love boats and the sound of water 
as it swills from the bow, 

Then again meet Captain 
Zebulan Tilton. >nder bis corn 
colored bait, his yellow coat, his 
weathered face as wrinkled as his 
hail and coat. What a dreamy eye! 
Yet you feel that this man, "( ap'n 
Zeb" can meet an emergency with 
vigor, straighten the course and 
then relax behind that dreamy eye. 
Richard Briggs has brought to the 
drawing room with his brushes and 
paint a real character of action. 
On the opposite wall and by the 
same artist using blues ami flesh 
i< a portrait of Benjamin Hafford. 
The flesh color of this old gentle- 
man's head stands out like a well 
cut cameo-there is nothing to de- 
tract from the portraiture of an 
easier life than that of the dreamy 
eyed "( ap'n Zeb."

Tom Kirwan of Glen road, and 
the University of Pennsylvania, 
wound up a brilliant college track 
career last Saturday at Minne- 
apolis where he placed second to 
iJun Gehrmann of Wisconsin in the 
mile event of the National Col- 
legiate AA meet. Gehrmann is the 
first man ti> win this race for three 
consecutive years and is considered 

one of the leading miiers in this 
country. 

Torn has made an outstanding 
record in track while at the Uni- 
1 vcrsity of Pennsylvania. As cap- 
tain of the Cross Country team he 
created several long distance rec- 
ords, and as co-captain of this 
year's track team he succeeded in 
: lowering the all-time mile record 
of the University to 4:14 which is 
i 2 IDs of a second under the record 
made by the great Gene Venske in 
1936. He also holds the indoor 
1000-yd. record at 2:12:9. In addi- 
tion he anchored the record break- 
ing distance medley, and 4-mile re- 
lay teams at the recent Penn re- 
lays. The latter race was won in 
17:22 which is the second fastest 
time for this distance in this coun- 
try. Other record making teams 
of the University of which he was 
a member were the outdoor 2-mile 
relay team and the indoor 2-mile 
relay team which won the National 
Championship in l'.Ui* 

Kirwan's record at f'enn is the 
more remarkable because the stiff 
requirements of the archictectural 
course left him little time for 
practice. He has another year at 
Penn, but will be ineligible for 
further collegiate competition 

Tom started his running career 
at Winchester High School under 
the tutelage of Henry Knowlton, 
John Dowries and Lou Goddu. 
While at Winchester High he won 
the State half-mile and cross coun- 
try championships.

THE REASON FOR THE TOWN 
MEETINi, 



Editor of the Star: 

The Water and Sewer Hoard has 
had many requests for water and 
SeWer on the West Side hills. A 
joint meeting was held by the Fi- 
nance Committee, Hoard of Select- 
men, Planning Hoard, Board of As- 
sessors and the Water and Sewer 
Hoard. The Water and Sewer 
Hoard submitted a report. 

After careful consideration of 
this report it was unanimously 
voted to recommend to the Town 
immediate action on the request for 
the appropriation. 

The following is a copy of the re- 
port submitted to this joint con- 
ference. 

"There is being considered a 
number of real estate developments 
on the West Side hills. It is very 
important to the Town how these 
developments are carried out. 

"The policy of the Water and 
Sewer Department has been not to 
request any appropriations from 
the Town for water and sewer ex- 
tensions in private developments. 
We believe that a developer who 
does not have enough money to in- 
stall water and sewer when he 
grades the streets will not have a 
development that will be an asset 
to the Town. This policy has 
worked out v e r y successfully 
for the Town over the last 
10 years. We have had over 
$ 150,000 of water and sewer in- 
stallations by developers. We fur- 
nish plans, specifications, inspec- 
tion and hydrants for this work. 
After it has been accepted the 
Town takes it over and operates it. 
The developer has no other ex- 
pense or assessments. 

"This year we have six develop- 
ments going on at an estimated cost 
of $50,1)00.00. The Town will have 
to contribute about $3000.00 for 
hydrants, inspection etc. 

"A great many towns have not 
required this construction and poor 
developments have resulted. 

"We are having many applica- 



tions for water and sewer in the 
extreme west side of the Town. 
This part of Town has lain dor- 
mant for many years and has been 
used as a farming district. There 
are now only two farms left. There 
are about 750 acres that are now 
ready for developing. The Town 
must he in a position to make water 
and sewer available for the devel- 
opers. 

"There is now one development 
leading off of Ridge street which 
will have six houses and one devel- 
opment on the Cox Farm which will 
have twelve houses. In order to 
have these developments install 
water and sewer at the developers 
expense it will be necessary for the 
Town to provide a way of dispos- 
ing of sewage. There is also a 
plan for the development of the 
land on High street Extension. 

"Unless the Town provides a way 
for the disposal of sewage front 
these houses septic tanks will be 
installed which means that at a 
later date the roads built by the 
owners, or the Town, will have to 
be dug up and sewers installed at 
the Town's expense for which the 
Town will receive a sewer assess- 
ment amounting to an average of 
50' . of the cost. 

"We have made careful plans for 
the development of this whole dis- 
trict. The backbone of this plan 
is the building of water and sewer 
in Johnson road and the installa- 
tion of an automatic pump on the 
Cox land. The cost of installing 
the water and sewer and pump 
house will he in the neighborhood 
of $75,000.00 and the land on John- 
son road will bear a sewer assess- 
ment. This is the first project to 
be considered in the sewering of 
the district and it should he done 
as soon as possible. We are advised 
that it is not necessary to build 
Johnson road in order to put in the 
water and sewer. As soon as this 
load is built a good development 
will start. 

"The second project is the build- 
ing of water and sewer in the new 
High street straightening. This 
will cost $25,000.00. After these 
projects are completed we will he 
able to easily handle the sewer 
situation in this whole district and 
complete the sewer development of 
the Town. We believe that by put- 
ting in these trunk sewers we will 
be able to insist that the developers 
do all the water and sewer work at 
their own expense in all the devel- 
opments, thus saving the Town a 
big investment. 

"The sewer assessments from the 
Johnson road job will amount to 
approximately $25,000,00 and the 
High street straightening job $8,- 
000.00. 

" The estimates for these jobs are 
based on our experience in instal- 
ling water and sewer pipes during 
the last few years. Very little hand 
labor will be required as a large 
part of the work will be done by 
mechanical equipment. 

"We would request that $75,- 
000.00 be provided for the Johnson 
road work as soon as possible this 
year as we must he in a position to 
tell the developers what to do. If 
this is not immediately decided the 
whole scheme will he upset and will 
cost the Town a great deal more 
money in the long run. High street 
straightening need not be done 
until 1951."

The Parker Tavern, a fine ex- 
ample of an old salt-box house, 
built in Reading in 1094, is being 
maintained by the Reading An- 
tiquarian Society for the benefit 
of all who are interested in the 
story told by the dwellings, 
tools, and furnishings surviving 
from early American homes. 

To further the restoration work, 
the organization is sponsoring an 
antique show Wednesday, June 
28, and Thursday, June 29, from 
1 p. m. to 10 p. m. in Enterprise 
Hall on Woburn street, near Read- 
ing Square, Dealers from several 
towns and cities in Greater Bos- 
ton will be on hand to display 
their wide variety of wares and 
all articles will be for sale. 

The ladies of the Society will 
staff a snack bar with food 
available at all times during 
the hours of the show. Preston 
Nichols, recently president of 
the organization, i s general 
chairman, assisted by Miss Bes- 
sie McLane, one of the directors. 

The Parker Tavern itself will 
be open for visitors both after- 
noons so that all who attend the 
show, may see this distinguished 
Reading landmark. It is situat- 
ed at 1H3 Washington street, near 
the Boston and Maine railroad 
station. Mrs. Warren S. South- 
wick, custodian at the house, 
will be in charge of the host- 
esses to guide people through 
the tavern and display the so- 
ciety's collection of Americana. 

For a great many years the 
dwelling has been called the 
Parker Tavern in the belief that 
Ephraim Parker who had a 
licensed inn there for about. 15 
years during the Revolution, had 
built it. He had served in the 
French and Indian War and also 
on that famous April 19th in 
1775. The following year, Colonel 
Campbell and seven of his offi- 
cers and servants of the 71st 
Scotch Regiment were farmed 
out in Reading since there were 
no adequate prison facilities for 
them in Boston when they landed 
June 16, without knowledge that 
the British had evacuated three 
months earlier. After complain- 
ing that their first quarters "were 
unfit for any man to inhabit,'" 
they were then stationed at the 
Parker Tavern. The original 
document assigning these men 
to Reading, is one of the price- 
less possessions which the so- 
ciety has on display. 

After the Society acquired the 
house in 1923, Loea Parker How- 
ard discovered by lengthy re- 
search in 1930 that Ephraim 
Parker had bought the house 
with 45 acres of land in 1757, not 
built it. Now the Society can 
boast that it is the proud posses- 
sor of a sturdy house built in 
1694 by Abraham Bryant, Jr., 
soon after his marriage to Sarah 
Bancroft. That this house, one 
of the earliest constructed in 
what is today called Reading, is 
still standing, is excellent testi- 
mony to the skill of the early 
settlers of Massachusetts. 

It is to raise needed funds for 
the preservation of the Parker 
Tavern that the Reading Anti- 
quarian Society is sponsoring the 
antique show on June 28 and 29.

It is generally agreed among 
doctors that rest is still their most 
effective weapon against, disease, 
and the need for rest is sometimes 
the primary reason for sending a 
patient to the hospital. However, 
there is an illusion hidden in this 
argument, because hospitals are 
sometimes poor places in which to 
obtain rest. 

Hospitals today offer the patient 
everything he needs from tea to 
television with the single exception 
of rest and sleep. Fortunately, the 
realization is growing among hos- 
pital people that the patient's rest 
should be interfered with a< little 
as possible. Hospitals are now be- 
ing soundproofed, routines are 
scheduled for minimum disturb- 
ance to the patient (for instance, 
penicillin is now given once every 
24 hours instead of every three 
hours), visiting hours are being 
strictly regulated, and so on. 
It's A Barbaric Custom 
Having been a patient before be- 
coming a hospital administrator, I 
have been extremely conscious of 
one great inconsistency still re- 
maining in many hospitals— that 
is, the barbaric custom of awaken- 
ing patients at five or six o'clock 
in the morning to compel them to 
make use of a 
they may not be 
given a bath which they would be 
glad to postpone in order to re- 
ceive another hour or two of rest. 

Most people when they are well 
do not get up at rive or six o'clock 
in the morning to go through a 
toilet and bath routine and then 
go back to bed again, but the poor 
defenseless hospital patient, who 
many times has lain awake most 
of the night and then finally dozed 
off into peaceful sleep in the wee 
hours of the morning, is jarred out 
of his oblivion before daybreak. As 
if the patient's day is not long and 
dull enough, we must wake him so 
he can be conscious of every hit 
of daylight. 

After this early morning ritual 
is completed, his system is sub- 
jected to still another shock. He 
is compelled to eat breakfast an 
hour or two before his customary 
time. The patient may be one of 
those whose hospital appetite is 
pool, but again we force him to 
adjust his normal living routine 
to the "do everything before dawn" 
tradition of the hospital. 

This tradition apparently started 
back in the dark ages of hospital 
administration and was based on 
the assumption that this care could 
be given only by the night nurses. 
So deeply ingrained is this tradi- 
tion in the hospital profession that 
any suggestion as to changing it 
has been treated as an act of 
sacrilege. 

It was with considerable trepi- 
dation that I decided to cast aside 
this almost sacred routine. As was 
to be expected, arguments were 
received from all those who were 
in the slightest way involved. The 
main objections were, of course, 
from the nursing department. It 
stated that it was impossible to 
allow the patient to sleep later be- 
cause the burden would fall upon 
the day nurses to carry out these 1 
routines and that they did not 
have time to do it. If it had to be 
done, additional nurses would be 
needed. The next most vociferous 
objector was the dietary depart- 
ment. Its chief claim was that if 
the patient was not awakened until 
7 a. m., breakfast would be delayed 
until 7:,'i0 or K o'clock, the kitchen 
routine would be thrown into con- 
fusion, and it would be impossible 
to prepare the dinners at the reg- 
ular time. 

There were many other more 
minor arguments advanced as to 
why it was necessary to compel the 
patient to adjust to this abnormal 
way of living. It was not until 
after many hours of discussion 
that all employes involved con- 
ceded that it might be worth trying 
on a limited scale. Perhaps their 
willingness was based on the con- 
viction that ancient tradition 
would soon be vindicated and the 
Hew thinking cast aside. An ex- 
periment was tried on one nursing 
unit. Instead of the patients being 
awakened at 5:30 and being cared 
for by the night nurses, they were 
allowed to sleep until the day- 
nurses came on at 7. Breakfast 
was served at approximately 7:45. 

At first there were many hitches 
and adjustments to be made by the 
nursing and dietary departments, 
but despite their inward feelings of 
doubt, they tackled the problems 
with enthusiasm, and within a week 
the new routine was operating 
smoothly. The reaction of the 
patients was one of satisfaction. 
They all expressed appreciation at 
being allowed to sleep as late as 
they would when well. With the 
success of this schedule change on 
one small unit, plus the enthusiasm 
shown by the patients, it was an 
easy matter to sell the staff on the 
advisability o f extending i t 
throughout all the other medical 
and surgical units. 

Objections Have Vanished 
The staff is now well pleased 
with the new system. Objections 
which appeared so insurmountable 
have melted into nothingness. No 
extra nurses have had to be hired. 
No extra kitchen help has been 
needed to prepare the meals for 
serving at the regular times. The 
nursing staff seems gratified by the 
appreciation shown by patients 
who are allowed to sleep until a 
more normal rising time. The

The Midcentury White House 
Conference on Children and Youth 
is a citizens' movement backed by 
agencies, hoth public and private, 
representing all fields of work fat 
children and youth. 

Its purpose is simple, but pro- 
foundly important . . . "to fur- 
ther the development in ehildren of 
the mental, emotional, physical, and 
spiritual qualities necessary to per- 
sonal happiness and good citizen- 
ship.'' Also, to find out why some 
children grow up to be good citi- 
zens and others do not. 

It plans to accomplish this by 
bringing together and studying all 
available data on childhood, sug- 
gesting ways of improving in- 
fluence.- on children and youth up 
to age •_'"), and following through in 
an effort to have its proposals put 
into action during the next ten 
years. 

Here in Winchester arrange- 
ments are being made for a public- 
meeting to be held in the fall to 
further the Conference and to co- 
operate with its aims and activity 
at the local level. William P. Sup- 
ple, agent of the Board of Public 
Welfare and a member of the State 
Executive Committee of the Con- 
ference is in charge of arrange- 
ments. 

Son I'artisan Movement 

The movement is nonpartisan, 
nonpolitical, and nonsectarian. Its 
leaders are parents, businessmen, 
educators, psychologists, clergy-- 
men, doctors, civic leaders, youth 
representatives, social workers, sci- j 
entists, labor and farm leaders, and 
young people themselves. j 
The Conference Movement Is Not 
New ! 

The first such conference was 
held in 1909 under the auspices of i 
then president Theodore Roosevelt. | 
A president's conference on child 
welfare has been called every ten I 
years since . . . by presidents Wil- 
son, Hoover, Roosevelt and Tru- 

man. , _ 

In calling the conference tor 1><>- 
cemher, 1950, in Washington, all ] 
state governments have been asked 
to participate, along with hundreds 
of public and private child care. 
ehHd-gUidance, civic and fraternal 
organization!), tn general, the 
solution of problems and attain- | 
ment of objectives will be left to 
the individual states and appropri- j 
ate agencies. 

Two Winchester men. Prof. John i 
J Mahoney of 8 Everett avenue, 
and Robert M. Mulford of 29 Pierre- | 
pont road, are members of the j 
General White Mouse Committee of 
the Conference and sub-committee 
heads for the conference in Massa- 
chusetts. 

I>r. Mahoney, professor emeritus 
of the Boston University School of 
Education and presently director of 
the Civic Education Project, will 
serve as chairman of the State 
subcommittee on Education. 

Mr Mulford, general secretary of 
the Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
is heading the sub-committee on 
Children's Services. 

Massachusetts Committee 
In Massachusetts, Gov e r n o r 
Devcr has appointed a committee 
of over 100 citizens representing 
all faiths, races and groups con- 
cerned and interested in child-care, 
in all geographical areas of the 
state In addition, persons repre- 
senting psychologists, physicians, 
educators, recreation specialists, 
fudges, clergymen, and others, who 
are close to the daily lives of chil- 
dren ill then home communities, 
have been or will be appointed as 
technical consultants to the citi- 
zens" committee in an advisory 
capttcitv. Pr. Mahoney and Messrs 
Mulford and Supple will he actively 
identified with the work of the 
State committee. 

State-wide organizations with 
members residing in every cornel 
of the state have been invited to 
participate and have expressed 
then willingness to assist in fur- 
thering a program for children and 
youth in Massachusetts. 

The assigned task of the Massa- 
chusetts Committee is identical 
with that of the national commit- 
tee . ■ to assemble knowledge 



and experience on the problems of 
childhood and suggest solutions for 
them. It is in effect an inventory, 
a re-appraisal, and a re-assessment 
of our gains, our short-comings, 
and the newer needs of our most 
precious human resource — the 
children and youth of this state and 
nation. 

Group Conferences 

Findings of the Massachusetts 
Committee will grow out of group 
conferences and an analysis of local 
programs and unmet needs in vari- 
ous local communities and regions 
in the state. 

Conclusions and recommenda- 
tions of local groups will be passed 
on to the State Committee. The 
State Committee will select and 
collate such concepts for incorpora- 
tion in Massachusetts' final report 
to the national conference at the 
White House in December. 1950. 

Eventually, some of the content 
of these unified Massachusetts' re- 
ports will be the basis of proposals 
for possible state legislation and 
local action directed toward achiev- 
ing goals agreed upon as desirable 
and necessary by the various com- 
munities and regions. 

Environmental Factors 
Specific subjects to be studied 
include the effect on children's per- 
sonalities of various environmental 
' factors and institutions which will 
i be studied by six subcommittees. 
These are: 

1. Family Life in the Home 

2. Education and the Schools 

3. Programs under Religious 
Auspices 

4. Health Services 

5. Recreation Programs and 

; Facilities . 
i fi. Protective and Correctional 
Agencies and Programs 

The twelve major questions posed 
by the conference are:

li. What is being done to develop 
healthy personality through pro- 
grams under religious auspices and 
what changes are indicated? 

7 What are the newer needs 
and resources for children whose 
care involves adoption, foster home 
1 placement or placement in institu- 
i tions ? 

8. What are the newer needs 
I and resources for children as far 
|as health services are concerned? 

9. What are the newer needs 
, and resources for children as far 
las recreation services are con* 



sixteen who do not attend school? 

12. What are the newer needs 
and resources for children and 
youth who are handicapped phys- 
ically, mentally and emotionally? 

This provides a wide scope for 
research, studies, panel discussions, 
fact finding, and public hearings 
on the needs of children and youth 
in this State. It ultimately pro- 
vides so that the composite views 
of all of the 48 states will eventual- 
ly be brought together to determine 
the needs of the American child, 
both the normal and abnormal, and 
then proposals passed on to the 
people for direct action.

Winchester has exceeded its 
quota by more than $4,100 in the 
drive by Wellesley Alumnae to 
raise money for the 75th Anniver- 
sary Fund of the college. Through 
the thoughtful personal contribu- 
tions of alumnae, parents and 
friends, through projects such as 
the Winchester Mornings sponsored 
by the Winchester Wellesley Club, 
and aided by a generous bequest 
from the estate of Miss Florence 
M. Bunting, the total amount raised 
has now reached $18,188.01. 

Miss Margaret Clapp, president 
of Wellesley. announced at the 75th 
Anniversary Celebration on June 12 

that $4,240,01 1 has i n contributed 

to the college since the start of the 

drive in 1017. The primary aim of 
the drive was to increase scholar- 
ships and faculty salaries. During 
the past three years scholarship en- 
dowment funds h a v e almost 
tripled. In that same period the 
average salary of a professor has 
increased 18*:'/, that of an associate 
professor 21' . , of an assistant pro- 
fessor 17'/. and of an instructor 
32 'n'-. Moreover, according to 
Miss Clapp, through additions to 
general endowment and through 
gifts for specific projects, the ef- 
fectiveness and flexibility of the 
college have been increased. An 
outstanding fact about the drive 
is that 88.9'/ of all Wellesley 
alumnae have contributed to the 
fund. In recent years, at least, no 
college has received gifts from so 
large a proportion of its alumnae.

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COUNTY TAX FIGURES 



County Commissioner James A. 
Cullen of Bacon street told the 
Star this week that Winchester's 
County Tax for 1950 will be $73,- 
980.06 as computed on a rate of 
$1,954 per thousand. Last year the 
Commissioner said the town paid 
$78,8(1(!,94 on a rate of $2.08. It is 
reported that Mr. Cullen bent every 
effort to keep this year's tax as 
low as possible. 

The tax the town pays to the 
county is based on a valuation fixed 
by the General Court. Chapter 
569, Acts of 1945, which does not 
take into account increased build- 
ing since that date. The valuation 
base will be revised in 1951. Inci- 
dentally it takes a saving of $100,- 
000 to effect a reduction of the tax 
rate of 6c, 

At the town hall it was reported 
that the Assessors got an esti- 
mated rate of $90,696.96 as Win- 
chester's county tax for the pur- 
pose of computing the local tax 
rate.

U>.ed Washington's Silver 
A half dime also was authorized 
in the original coinage program. 
According to tradition, the first of 
these to be minted were made from 
silver of George Washington's own 
personal ware. 

Among exhibits of the Federal 
Hall Memorial Museum in New- 
York City is a walking stick orna- 
mented with a silver half dime, 
said to he the first U. S. silver coin 
ever struck. The story is it was 
minted in the presence of George 
and Martha Washington, and pre- 
sented to Mrs. Washington. The 
half dime piece was discontinued 
in 1873. 

U. S. mints also have turned out 
three-cent and two-cent coins. One 
three-cent piece, of silver, intro- 
duced in 1851, saw wide use until 
it was discontinued in 1873, after 
almost 43 million had been minted. 
Another three-cent coin, of nickel, 
was issued from 1865 to 1889. 

The bronze-two-cent piece was 
authorized during the Civil War. 
Withdrawn in 1873, it was the first 
coin to carry the motto, "In God 
We Trust." 

25-Year Lifetime 

Then there was a short-lived 
twejity-ccnt silver coin, of which 
l,355.nnd were issued from 1875 to 
1878. Normally, unless Congress 
takes special action, the minimum 
life span of a com of specific de- 
sign is 25 years. 

Ovei the decades, there have 
been various official and private 
proposals that the U. S, mints 
make coins of odd amounts and 
different materials. A 124 -cent 

piece has been SUggi -ted

A subway company was once re- 
ported to have requested an eight- 
cent coin to use in its turnstile.- in- 
stead of tokens.

During World War II. it was re- 
ported that a glass three-cent piece 
was under consideration to sa\e 
metal and to meet the unusually 
high circulation demands due to 
heavy spending.

BRINGS RESULTS 




Cuzco, earthquake-battered city 
;n the highlands of south-central 
Peru, is probably South America's 
oldest existing city of importance. 
Historians believe its founding oc- 
curred more than 900 years ago. 

Cuzco's name signifies navel, in 
the sense of hub of the universe — 
which it was to the Inca Umpire. 
Although counting only about -15.- . 
000 residents at the time of the pre- 
sent disaster, it was a gold-trim- 
med metropolis of 200,000 when 
overrun in 1533 by the Spanish 
Conquistadorea led by Francisco 
Pizarro. 

While Spanish tile-roof-and- 
stucco architecture prevails in 
modern Cuzco, a very sturdy and 
distinguishing feature of the city 
is the mortarless masonry of the 
Inca and pre-lnca builders, notes 
the National Geographic Society. 

(The Society sponsored expedi- 
tions to Cuzco. Machu Picchu, and 
other citadels of ancient Incaland 
jointly with Yale University in 
1912, CM. and [915 under the 
leadership of Dr. Hiram Bingham. 
The 1912 party made a careful 
topographical survey of the two 
mile-high valley in which Cuzco 
lies.) 

How Firm a Foundation 

Old Inca walls often were made 
the foundations for Cuzco's com- ; 
paratively new homes and business 
houses, as well as for Spanish 
churches reported badly damaged 
by the 'quake. The walls are of 
three types. Oldest and most im- 
pressive are those in which mas- , 
sive flat-faced stones, having as | 
many as a dozen angles on their 
sides and back, are matched and | 
fitted so precisely into a dry wall 
that nowhere can a knife blade be ! 
inserted. 

Such artisanry obviously re- 
quired infinite patience and time. 
A strong belief persists locally that 
the Incas knew how to soften 
granite temporarily by using the 
juice of herbs, so that the stones < 
could be shaped or cut into any , 
form. 

Developed somewhat later were 
the walls of six-sided stones, and 
those of large rectangular stones 
polished to great smoothness and 
often built to a circle's arc. The 
wall of the Temple of the Sun is of 
this curving form. 

For 50(1 years Cuzco was the 
Mecca nf Incaland. Its sacred quar- 
ter, the Corieancha, or Enclosure 
of Gold, centered in the Temple of 
the Sun and included separate 
shrines dedicated to the Moon, 
Lightning, Rainbow, Venus, and the 
Pleiades. Early Spanish writers 
have left fabulous accounts of the 
pure gold embellishments these 
buildings contained. 

Today, the remnant of the curved 
wall of the Temple of the Sun 
forms part of the foundation of the 
'quake-shaken Monastery of Santo 
Domingn. Treasure-house of relics 
of the Inca period, the Monastery 
and its grounds cover the two 
acres believed to correspond to the 
sacred Corieancha. 

Railway to Pacific Port 

On the heights above Cuzco, the 
monumental fortress of Sacsahua- 
man spreads its walls in many 
angles of massive, dovetailed stone- 
work. At near-by Pisac and Pucara 
are other hillside structures of the 
Inca dry-wall skill. The ancient 
forts and homes often commanded 
hilltops for safety, and slopes were 
terraced to make narrow, irrigated 
gardens. 

Since 1909, the Southern Rail- 
way of Peru has connected Cuzco 
with Mollendo on the Pacific coast 
via Lake Titicaca. The 506-mile 
route crosses the Andes ridge at 
14.000 feet. 

Cuzco is capital of Peru's Il- 
linois-sized province of the same 
name. It is a farm center in the 
approximate region where the

Occasionally, It Is A (iood Thing To 
Assess The Present Strengths Of 
Our Democratic Institutions. Not 

With Smugness. Hut With A 
Justifiable Pride In Achievement.

Criticism of our public schools 
raises its voice easily: High school 
graduates can't spell. The school 
doesn't teach enough phonics or 
grammar or bookkeeping. Delin- 
quency is the result of the failure 
of our public schools. 

More thoughtful critics some- 
times say: Cities have slum schools 
in buildings and equipment. The 
school doesn't do enough for the 
gifted pupil. The highschool may 
crystallize the social stratification 
existing among its students when 
they enter school. 

These criticisms should be — and 
are — studied carefully by school 
people. However, in all fairness, we 
must not overlook the great 
strengths of the public schools. The 
following facts on the credit side 
of the ledger are given in the 
spirit of Denis Bi'ogan who, in his 
perceptive book, The American 
Character, says: "The American 
school is undertaking to do more 
than it can (which is very Ameri- 
can I and doing much more than 
it seems to do I w hich is also very 
American. ) " 

THE public school is the greatest 
agency for citizenship we now have. 

In most communities, the public 
highschool is the only place where 
all the children of all the people 
participate in common activities. 
The school is doing much more than 
instructing these youth. It is let- 
ting them instruct one another in 
how to live. The public school is 
the most potent weapon that, we 
have forged for developing the so- 
cial habits and attitudes that make 
up good citizenship.

Harold T. Partridge of 10 Orient ;

captured a thief who had stolen 
S4725 worth of rings from two 
jewelry stores in Boston last Fri- 
day afternoon. 

Mi. Partridge is owner of the 
jewelry establishment of Trefry 
and Partridge at 22 Beacon street 
situated across from the State 
House. He said the thief came in- 
to his store at noon on Friday and 
pu ked out a $900 emerald and dia- 
mond cluster ung, asking Mr. Part- 
ridge to put it away for him until 
mid-afternoon when he would re- 
turn with a Sine deposit to hold the 
ring until next week. 

The thief returned and asked to 
see the ring again, also looking at 
a diamond cluster ring valued at 
$'!-">. He then asked to see a 
third ring, and when Mr. Partridge 
turned to get it, the thief grabbed 
the two rings he had been looking 
at and fled, going down the hill on 
Park street toward Tremont street. 

Mr. Partridge did not raise any 
alarm, but followed the man quiet- 
ly through Park and Tremont 
streets to Bromfield street. There 
he spotted Patrolman Cletus H. 
DuVVars on traffic duty at Tremont 
and Bromfield streets. 

In tiie policeman's presence Mr. 
Partridge threw his arms around 
the thief's nock and hung on until in 
the policeman took over. In the of 
thief's hand were the two rings 
taken from the Partridge store. 

At the Milk street Police Station 
it was learned that u man answer- 
ing to the description of the cap- 
tured thief had stolen a $3500 ring 
under similar circumstances at 
Homer's, 44 Winter street. Sud- 
denly the thief popped something 
into his mouth. 

Immediately Officer DuWars 
went into action, prying the man's 
jaws apart and inserting his hand 
in his mouth When he withdrew 
his hand he had the ring missing 
from Homer's. 

The thief was identified as Wil- 
liam S. Halloran of the South End 
of Boston whom the Police say has 
a criminal record and was one of 
two men who attempted to hold up 
a police sergeant in the Fenway 
in 1930. He has been wanted since 
April 30 in Providence for assault 
and battery with intent to kill.

The brochure is handsomely 
printed on paper tinished by a 
secret process by one mill in the 
country to give the appearance of 
age and at the same time to have 
a lasting quality. 

The paper is mottled in appear- 
ance to suggest age, an authentic 
standard lot its appearance having 
been secured by photographing a 
sheet of parchment in a rare old 
volume by Martin Luther printed 
in the If'th Century. 

This was reproduced by litho- 
graphy, as were the seals, using a 
careful blending of inks to repre- 
sent the Colonial colors of blue and 
buff. The U. S. Bureau of Stan- 
dards estimates that the paper used 
the brochure has a permanence 
at least one hundred years. 
The State Street Trust has a 
limited number of these interest* 
ing brochures lor those interested 
who are not on their mailing list. 
The Company has made quite a 
specialty of brochures of historic 
interest, the current one being the 
thirty-fourth in the series.

(•in public schools have always 
held worthy character as one of 
their principal aims. They leave 
to the home and the church certain 
phases of religious education 
specific creed or doctrine and 
ample time in which to do it. But 
they work for moral and spiritual 
values "inextricably associated with 
human relations, growth, and 
mental hygiene, and the develop- 
ment of the total personality." 

Through such procedures as co- 
operative planning, community par- 
ticipation, student government, 
camping, and other recreational ac- 
tivities, and the use of stories and 
biographies illustrating high ethical 
values, the modern public school 
takes its place as one of the great 
forces in developing character in 
a democracy. 

THE public schools have given 
the people of Ibis country a very 
high literacy rate. 

The record is still not good 
enough, but it is startlingly good. 
Never before has such a large per- 
cent of our population in the US 
been able to read. Much of the 
credit for our steady advance of 
literacy must be given to the public 
schools. 

There are over 50 million copies 
of newspapers published daily w ith 
an average of two or three readers 
of each copy. Book sales have de- 
clined in the last two or three years 
but still run far ahead of even a 
decade ago. 

Research suggests that the 
average reading level of adults in 
this country has risen appreciably 
in the last 30 years. Once again, 
the credit for this rise in general 
reading ability must go to the 
public schools. And because people 
can read better things they are 
beginning to do so. 

Till'; public schools tend to raise 
standards of bring throughout the 
communities of the United States. 

Schools affect more than individ- 
uals. They not only make Susan 
a better reader or Bill a better 
basketball player, but they affect 
the living of groups of people. The 
higher the educational standards of 
a community, the higher are the 
productive and consuming capac- 
ities of the people of the com- 
munity. Better education is posi- 
tively associated with such things 
as income earned, amounts of rent 
paid, retail sales, and magazine 
circulation. 

THE public schools ha\e helped 
to improve the physical wellbeing 
and health and safety habits of 
the nation. 

Without detracting from the dis- 
coveries of the medical profession, 
the nutritionists, or the research 
i chemists, I suggest that these

groups alone do not build health 

habits. 

Most habits have to be taught, 
and the schools have been doing a 
large part of the job. As a result 
of finding that about one-fourth of 
the young men drafted in the first 
World War were physically unfit 
for service, the schools in 1918 in- 
cluded health as one of their seven 
cardinal objectives. 

Periodic physical examinations 
and safety education are parts of 
the regulai curriculum, especially 
in urban areas. Health, hygiene, 
and safety are now an integral 
part of our daily living, and to the 
public schools' teaching belongs 
much of the credit. 

THE public schools teach more 
efficient!) now than ever before. 

Anyone who has consistently 
visited a modern school knows the 
miracles accomplished by a skilled 
primary teacher in reading or a 
competent seventh-grade teacher 
in social studies or language or art. 

A visit to a good classroom will 
impress any parent with what 
children know. And if they have 
had a chance for varied experi- 
ences, they really know: they don't 
parrot back the words in a book. 

The commonest complaint about 
the modern school is that it is not 
as good as it was a generation ago 
"w hen I went to school." Such com- 
plaints must not be disregarded 
even in light of the selective nature 
of memory. 

Actually, most school systems of 
a couple of generations ago did not 
have much to commend them. As 
John A. Sexson has pointed out, we 
can hardly call them efficient when 
they failed 30', of their enroll- 
ments, sent on only 5'', of their 
pupils to highschool and 29? to 
college. Nowadays, it is common 
to have about HO' ; of the youth 14 
to 18 years enrolled in highschools. 

In the United States, highschool 
enrollments increased "><>', in the 
Id years 1930 - 1940, when the in- 
erease for the general population 
in this age group was only 7'.. 
Comparisons of graduates now and 
then should take account of highly 
restricted versus total population's 
of teenagers. This tremendous 
growth of the school population 
is one reason the businessman can 
always find a highschool graduate 
who can't spell or add a column of 
figures col lectly. 

The next time a parent feels like 
criticizing the teacher of his child, 
he should recall that in one class of 
35 the teacher may have one excep- 
tionally bright child, one or two 
very dull, and that the others will 
represent every degree of capacity, 
achievement, and interest between 
these two extremes. In speaking 
of the accomplishments of the 
public school, it is unwise to gener- 
alize on the basis of one son or 
daughter or a younger acquaint- 
ance. What are the results of 
public schooling for public-school 
pupils in general? 

Another thinjj that is right about 
public education is the willingness 
of people in it to consider what is 
wrong with public education. 

Public education wouldn't be so 
! right if people in it didn't know 
j they were wrong occasionally. 

The desire to improve public 
education is reflected in the large 
i number of professional organiza- 
tions with professional aims. Teach- 
! ers and others support the NKA, 
! for example, 450.000 strong! 

It is also reflected in the fact 
| that over 1000 research articles are 
published in the journals of this 
j country every year, most of them 
: aimed at the impovement of 
j educational practice. More can be 
j done about informing parents about 
educational problems and much 
! more needs to be done in drawing 
, the community into evaluation and 
j planning, but school people have 
I shown themselves readier than 
I many professions to improve their 
I materials and methods of work. 

These seven reasons for continu- 
ing and strengthening support of 
the public school would probably 
have appealed to Mark Twain. Be- 
fore public schools were severely 
criticized, he wrote: 

"I remember . . . when I was a 
; boy on the Mississippi River. There 
was a proposition in a township 
there to discontinue public schools 
because they were too expensive. 
An old farmer spoke up and said 
if they stopped the schools they 
would not save anything, because 
( everyiime a school was closed a 
jail had to he built ... I believe 
it is better to support schools than 
jails." 

Is your school trying to accom- 
pli? u the aims which you cherish 
for it? It's doing moie than you 
think. And if it isn't aren't parent-, 
teachers, and citizens all partners 
it; the job of creating better 
schools ?

The Winchester Country Club is 
considering the construction of a 
swimming pool at the club and a 
planning committee which has been 
investigating the possibilities has 
strongly recommended that the club 
actively support the project, pri- 
marily as a center of activity and 
interest for families of golfing 
members during week-end periods 
when such members are using the 
golf course. 

There are several other reasons 
for construction listed by the com- 
mittee in an attractive little 
pamphlet sent to eluh members, 
among them being the probability 
that a pool would bring into the 
club younger people and their fami- 
lies which is important to the fu- 
ture of the club. From a competi- 
tive angle the Winchester Club has 
to face the fact that several clubs 
in its class are planning to install 
pools in the near future. 

The committee, of which Alan F. 
Howard is chairman, comprises 
Ralph H. Bonnell, John P. Carr, 
Frank Creelman, Maurice T. Free- 
man and Herman F. Pike. They 
have asked club members to ex- 
press their opinion of the project 
and to indicate to what extent they 
Will agree to finance the construc- 
tion of the pool and support it. after 
its construction. Final opinion of 
the proposed construction by the 
Club Board of Directors will be 
leached on the basis of member 
reaction. 

It is planned to locate the pool 
on the south side of the clubhouse, 
or Arlington side, extending al- 
most due east and west with the 
long way at right angles to Cam 
bridge street. This the commit- 
tee believes to be an ideal spot for 
a pool from the exposure angle and 
with relation of the pool to the club 
buildings. 

The pool is to be standard size, 
75 \ 35 feet, of either steel or con- 
crete, ranging in depth from three 
to nine and one-half feet, and hav- 
ing a twenty foot promenade on 
each side. The pool is to he com- 
pletely equipped with modern re- 
circulating, filtering, chlorinating 
and vacuum cleaning equipment 
said to make the water clearer and 
purer than standard drinking 
water. 



The plan under consideration 
calls for construction to get under 
way this summer with Completion 
by fall and all facilities available 
' for use at the beginning of the 1951 
season.

If all personal incomes in excess 
of $10,000 a year were confiscated 
by Uncle Sam, it would barely give 
him the additional money needed to 
wipe out the $54 billion deficit and 
finance the $1 billion first year's 
cost of the new Federal spending 
programs proposed in the 1051 
budget. 

Since the nation faces a choice of 
submitting to higher taxes or re- 
ducing Federal spending if Uncle 
Sam is to live within his income, 
the Council of State Chambers of 
Commerce today pointed up some 
of the difficulties in increasing 
Federal revenues. 

This study revealed that if. for 
instance, the Federal Government 
set $50,000 as the maximum in- 
come that could be retained by in- 
dividuals and t.iok outright all in- 
come above §50,000, it would get 
only about $843 million more than 
it gets now from present taxes on 
those incomes. This $843 million 
would be enough to run the Federal !

Phthalic anhydride, a derivative 
of naphthalene, is used in the pro- 
duction of dyestuffs and resins. 
For such purposes, it must be sub- 
stantially free from odor and 
colored impurities, and also stable 
on heating; for otherwise, the pro- 
ducts prepared therefrom will be 
commercially unacceptable. Con- 
sequently, it is customary to purify 
the phthalic anhydride; and in such 
procedures, treatments involving a 
single chemical have been em- 
ployed. 

However, according to Messrs. 
Swisher and Marotta, such single 
chemical processes, as carried out 
heretofore, have had one or more 
disadvantages, depending upon the 
chemical used. For example, they 
have resulted in a product that is 
not sufficiently purified and is 
characterized by a disagreeable 
color or odor. In addition, the in- 
volved chemicals are difficult to 
handle from the point of view of 
production operations; 
cause a reduction in the 
phthalic anhydride. 

It is therefore the object of their 
invention to overcome these limi- 
tations. To achieve this end, they 
mix the crude phthalic anhydride 
with a small proportion of certain 
metal nitrates, heat the obtained 
mixture to a temperature above 
480 degrees Fahrenheit, and then 
subject it to a distillation process,
